Converted Fiat becomes gasless carriage 


With the cooperation ot Winchester police 
and town officials, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts expects to correct traffic 
problems at eight sites in an effort to reduce 
accidents and promote an easy flow of travel 
by motor vehicles on local streets. 

Monday night selectmen listened to police 
safety officer John W. McKinley and Lionel 
Rogers, employed by Storch Engineers and 
representing the state, as they gave a func¬ 
tional design report on a Topics program to 
improve highway safety. 

Topics is a federal and state funded 
program to assist communities in traffic 
situations. 

To begin, McKinley reported the four real 
problem areas in Winchester have already 
been cleared up. This now leaves eight but to 
a Ic.sser degree, he said. 

In many instances, said McKinley, the new 
proposal allows for traffic nuisances such as a 
car trying to enter or exit Pond street. 

In most cases, the proposal calls for semi- 
actuating signals of the type to be required 
across the nation by 1976. 

In an answer to a question from selectmen 
John J. Sullivan, McKinley said there will be 
land taking in only one instance. 

One location for change is at the in¬ 
tersection of Wildwood and Cambridge street 
(a state road) where there is presently "a 
great deal of stacking which ties up traffic.” 

Sidewalks will be moved back about two to 
three feet on the corners and Cambridge 
street will be widened. McKinley and Rogers 
explained that widening of a road will reduce 
or eliminate grassy plots between the 
sidewalk and the road. 

Another location due for assistance is at 
Wildwood and Bacon streets where McKinley 
said there are as many as 350 cars coming out 
of Bacon street during peak traffic periods. 

Another spot due to receive traffic help is 
in front of the new McCall Junior High School. 
Here, crosswalks for pedestrians and 
wheelchair ramps will be marked and con¬ 
structed. 

The intersection of Washington and Mount 
Vernon streets is another area where 
McKinley said there “is a lot of indecision” by 
motorists. A fully actuating signal and a sign 
to restrict certain passage is planned. 

There will also be a longer island on Mount 
Vernon street in front of the Town Hall. 

And a pedestrian light will be installed at 
the corner of Forest and Washington streets. 

The total cost of the project is $350,000, he 
said. Seventy percent is federally funded, he 
noted. 

Selectmen, said they will await word from 
the Planning Board on their opinion of the 
plan. 

McKinley said when all is approved there 
will be a public meeting probably in Sep¬ 
tember with work taking place in the spring. 

Summer school 
ends tomorrow 

The Winchester Summer School program 
will conclude tomorrow after six weeks of 
programs. 

There were 814 enrolled with some 
students taking extra courses. 

Twenty-two teachers conducted classes or 
assisted various elementary and secondary 
school students.

This included removing the engine, gas 
tank, radiator and other parts. 

The next step was to find a workshop to 
protect the men from cold weather This 
turned out to be a small portable garage in 
Finch’s yard.

They worked nights and weekends in 
addition to continuing with their regular job 
as electricians for Moulton Electric.

The drive motor is an aircraft generator 
which Maxwell got at a used parts store. It is 
cooled by a thermostatically controlled 
vacuum motor which draws air through the 
motor and resistor box to provide deRost heat 
in the winter or can be vented out in the 
.summer. 

Finch feels an exclusive feature of the 
electric car is its dynamic braking which 
allows batteries to be recharged while 
braking or going down hills. 

The car is powered by nine Sears 48-month 
12 volt lead acid batteries. 

The battery selector switch allows one to 
read each battery’s condition and will charge 
a low battery additional 3 amps when selected 
in the charging mode, said Finch. 

'i’hree batteries can supply 12 volts for 
accessories when switched on to a 12-volt buss 
line feeding the car’s original electrical 
system. 

The emergency brake handle has interlock 
switching to open the drive control circuit and 
to put on an individual light on the panel (key 
on) when the brake is pulled.

The top speed of the car is 40-45 mph. The 
cruising speed is about 35 mph. 

As for distance, said Finch, the car will get 
about 25 miles to a charge. With some im¬ 
provements, the men hope 35-45 miles to a 
charge may be attained. This is ap¬ 
proximately l‘/j cents a mile. 

The car can be plugged into any house 110 
volt outlet. 

The cost of the conversion was about $700, 
said Finch. 

The car, now garaged at Finch’s home, 
was on display recently during Town Day 
activities. 

Finch and his wife have four sons and 
three daughters and are foster parents to 
babies up to age four. 

Their son Danny has a 125 Honda which he 
hopes to convert to an electric motorcycle 
with the help of his father and Maxwell. 

Maxwell is a bachelor who lives with his 
mother in Malden. 

Special police 
salaries now 
under review 

Selectmen recently discussed the salary 
schedule pertaining to special police officers. 

This was prompted by a letter to them 
from town meeting member Michael D. 
Saraco who said he has recently been con¬ 
tacted by several special police officers, now 
on duty w’ith the Winchester Police Dept., 
asking for clarification of the amendment 
Saraco proposed and which was adopted at 
the 1974 annual town meeting. 

Saraco recalls his amendment called for 
paying the minimum rate to a special police 
officer inasmuch as their duties were 
“Identical” to those of a regular officer. 

“When a call is received for the am¬ 
bulance, an accident, a complaint of a 
prowler or burglar alarm, the police respond 
and little does one realize the officer is a 
special or a regular police officer,” Saraco 
said. 

He noted special police officers must 
purchase their own uniforms and foul 
weather gear while a regular received his 
free. “The least we as citizens of Winchester 
can do is compensate the special officer at the 
minimum or first step of the rate that is paid a 
regular. 

Saraco said he has learned special officers 
only received this rate during the fiscal year 
1975 and as of July 1 are no longer receiving 
"a rate equal to the minimum or first step of 
that paid a regular officer.” 

Police Chief Edward F. Bowler met with 
selectmen recently and discussed the matter. 

Bowler acknowledged he and the Per¬ 
sonnel Board are aware of the situation. 
However, he argued paying special officers 
the same as regular career officers inasmuch 
as special officers are not as qualified. He 
said they do not participate in the mandatory 
10 weeks of training required of regular of¬ 
ficers. He .said special officers are “not as 
valuable.” 

The chief agreed special officers should 
receive increases but there should remain “a 
narrow gap” l)etween the base pay. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan said if town 
meeting voted to make a change, this change 
should be consistent in successive years. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar said he would 
agree with the chief “if people just want work 
for the summer.”

Police chief seeks help from 
clergy, courts on vandalism 


In a report on vandalism to selectmen 
recently. Police Chief Edward F. Bowler 
called for assistance from Winchester 
clergymen and Involvement by the courts. 

“Vandalism is a perplexing subject,” said 
the chief as he reported on two study groups 
on the matter and their seeming lack to make 
much progress in the way of combatting 
continual destruction to town property. 

Those who have participated in dicu.ssions 
on vandalism last spring were police, 
selectmen, members of the League of Women 
Voters, and parents and teachers. “Rut there 
needs to be something from the clergy and 
courts,” said the chief. “Attitudes need to be 
corrected.” 

Selectmen chairman Lawrence Smith 
asked about the record of restitution by 
Winchester’s vandals. 

The chief has had no statistics at hand but 
noted the juvenile officer has kept a record of 
perpetrations to private property offenses. 

In the schools, the chief said, the matter is 
for the most part in the hands of the school 
principals who would rather have students do 
work of refurbishing than to press charges 
against students. 

The chief said, “We feel malicious van¬ 
dalism should go to court with the court 
arranging restitution.” 

He said he was not aware of a school policy 
regarding vandalism and was not sure if 
principals refer to the School Committee on 
such matters. 

The subject of the public drinking law 
came into the discussion. Smith asked Bowler 
about enforcement of the public drinking law. 

Bowler said the law has helped somewhat 
hut police have no power of arrest per se 
because the public drinking law is not a state, 
statute, only a town by-law. 

He said he feels the public drinking by-law 
valid. At least now drinkers don’t put a case of 
beer on top of their cars out in the public, he 
said. 


He voiced concern over the public’s at¬ 
titude tow-ard drinking. While the public is 
against drugs and ci’lme, they “tolerate 
drinking.” said the chief. 

He noted there is much teen-age drinking 
in Winchester. Police lock up many over the 
weekends. There have been three arrests for 
intoxication, he said. 

Referring to teen-age drinkers, the chief 
said, “We chase them from one location to 
another. They go everywhere but home.” 

The chief said, “Kids have no home life.” 
He said it is very common for parents to go 
away for a month with kids out on the street 
or holding parties in their homes. 

“Police are not their baby sitters though,” 
said Bowler who noted that all complaints are 
invesllgalcd. 

Homeowners who are victims of van¬ 
dalism. .said the chief, will expect parents to 
pay. However, taxpayers have “no 
disposition to get involved when there is 
damage to public property.” 

Selectmen John J. Sullivan said he found it 
difficult to grasp the scope of the problem and 
called for keeping track of incidents and a 
record of restitution. 

Bowler .said he was certain the School 
Department has a form which the custodian 
or other employee completes to describe each 
Incident of vandalism involving school 
property. 

After discussion, selectmen agreed they 
would like to have all town departments keep 
a similar record with all incidents being 
reported to one central place - the Police 
Department. 

Sgt. Roland Roy, who accompanied 
Bowler when he talked with selectmen, said 
he favors having kids do work In lieu of 
parents paying for vandalism. 

Roy, who noted he spends much of his time 
in the Woburn District Court, finds Win¬ 
chester’s vandalism record to be “zilch” 
compared to other towns. 


Teen-age alcoholism on rise 
as use of drugs declines 


A Winchester doctor, guidance counselor, 
teacher, juvenile officer and school principal 
think lowering the drinking age to 18 was a 
mistake. 

“This has been proven by the increase of 
car accidents and arrests for this age group,” 
noted juvenile officer Richard Beaton. 

According to Dr. Donald McLean of 
(’hurch street, “During the bad years of the 
drug scene there was little alcohol intake. 

“As the drug scene improved there was an 
obvious shift in the increase of the taking of 
beer, wine and hard liquors. 

“Then the state went and pulled that 
ridiculous thing -- lowering the drinking 
age.” 

Beaton commented the law “added to the 
problem because whereas before, a 21-year- 
old would buy for 17 and 18-year-olds, now 18- 
year-olds buy for 14 or 15-year-olds.” 

McLean added police inform him it’s 
relatively simple to tell the difference bet¬ 
ween a 16-year-old and a 21-year old, but near 
Impossible to di.scern a 16 from an 18-year- 
old. 

According to high school teacher William 
O’Connor, “The lowering of the drinking age 
to 18 effectively lowered the prevalence of 
drink to ages 15 and 16. 

“Prior to this teenagers were drinking — 
there’s no sense in kidding ourselves - but it 
was more frowned upon and harder to ob¬ 
tain.” 

Authorities agree drugs and alcohol have a 
direct correlation. 

“With a decline in drugs there was an 
increase in alcohol consumption,” noted 
Officer Beaton. 

Although the thought may be alarming to 
many, alcohol is a drug and .should not Ik? 
.separated from it. 

“If I read communities right.” offered 
O’Connor, “parents are frightened of drugs 
but they don’t view alcohol as a drug. 

“Their attitude is that if their son is caught 
drinking, thank God it’s not grass. It’s as 
though they are condoning drinking because 
it’s a socially acceptable thing.” 

An Al-Anon member concurs, “Some 
parents say. T’rn so glad my child drinks 
instead of taking drugs.’ 

“They don’t understand its severity,” she 
added. 

Says Beaton, “The alcohol problem is very 
definitely as alarming as the drug problem.” 

Guidance counselor head at the high 
school, Anthony DiBiase, and high school 
principal Vincent LaRocco make no bones 
about the fact that drinking goes on at the 
high school 

According to both, however, “We’re only 
seeing the tip of the iceberg,” as DiBiase pul 
it. 

“There’s less drinking during the school 
day than at church and school dances during 
the evenings,” commented LaRocco. 

While he and LaRocco admitted they’ve 
smelled liquor on the breaths and clothes of 
students, LaRocco emphasized, “It’s difficult 
to su.s|K*nd on suspicion. A stuent might say it 
was cough medicine.” 

“You must catch them with the liquor 
bottle right in their hands,” he added. 

l^iRocco pointed to the front parking lot of 
the high school as he explained about the 
broken bottles and half-filled bt*er cans found 
recently. 


DiBiase. member of a task force com¬ 
mittee on alcoholism, noted “Lots of kids 
confine their drinking to weekends.” 

And Principal LaRocco resents the ten¬ 
dency on the part of the community “to 
isolate the problem as belonging to the 
school.” 

He and Beaton stress the responsibility of 
the parents. 

“The police are not chaperones,” the 
latter commented. According to Dr. McLean, 
individual cases of teenage drunkenness have 
not l)een repealed. 

“I have not l)een called to treat the same 
youngster twice,” he said. "I don’t know if It’s 
becau.se they stop drinking, they don’t go as 
far th(? next time, or because they know how 
to handle themselves.” 

“Most are first time offenders. There are 
very few second time ones,” Beaton agreed. 

This by no means signifies that teenagers’ 
alcohol consumption is lessening. 

According loan Al Anon member, “A lot of 
young people are heavy drinkers, but many 
haven’t gone across that invisible line bet¬ 
ween social and alcoholic drinking.” 

Meix'ar feels teenagers drink because, 
“It’s legal, they won’t be as hassled as they 
would if they were taking drugs. 

“Also, whenever young people do 
anything, it’s in relation to the tensions of the 
times. They feel they must find their own 
escape.” 

According to Vincent LaRocco, part of the 
teenage alcoholism problem is an “adult 
society of which alcohol is a normal part.” 

“Ix?l’s face it,” offered Anthony DiBiase. 
“a lot of adults in Winchester drink.” He 
noted peer pressure which also spurs many 
teens on to drinking. 

LaRocco cited the high cost of en¬ 
tertainment as another excuse for teenagers 
to turn to alcohol. 

“You can get two six packs for three 
dollars,” he commented. “A ’cheap’ date 
cosLs $10 nowadays.” 

DiBiase said he’s been told by teens that. 
“It’s very easy to get beer for 25 cents.” 

The problem ap|)ears to outweigh any 
solutions. “I’ve thought and thought about it 
and I’m no closer to a solution than when I 
started,” sighed LaRocco. 

According to O’Connor, seniors al the high 
school may participate in a course entitled, 
“Issues of the 70’s” which has a unit devoted 
to teenage drinking. 

Speakers from Alcoholics Anonymous, 
films and pamphlets give students an “ob¬ 
jective, straightforward presentation,” he 
said. 

Sixth and .seventh graders may take a 
course called “Human Growth,” an ex¬ 
pansion of a former drug problem course, 
which deals in part with alcohol. 

According to Dr. McLean, “Parents must 
instill in their children the idea of moderation 
in drink, bring them up with the idea of the 
dangers in drinking and driving and keep 
track of their own liquor supply. 

“The controls must come from priorities 
al the home level.” 

Vincent LaRocco commented on the need 
for more “subtle, forceful education.”

John L. Doherty, was retired 
road construction executive

John L. Doherty of 137 Highland av. died 
while boating off Cape Cod and was 
pronounced dead on arrival at Cape Cod 
Hospital Monday. 

A summer resident of West Harwich, he 
was apparently in good health but was 
unexp^tedly stricken while boating. He was 
75 years of age. 

Mr. Doherty was a retired executive with 
the Perini Construction Company. 

He was born in Woburn, the son of the late 
John H. and Elizabeth (McHugh) Doherty. 

He attended Woburn schools and went on 
to graduate from Tufts Universtiy School of 
Engineering with a degree in civil 
engineering. 

He was cited by Tufts in 1921 as an out¬ 
standing graduate in the field of engineering 
and was presented a distguished service 
award. 

His career as a construction engineer was 
launched with the State Dept, of Public 
Works. In 1930 he was engaged by the Perini 
Corporation. 

One of his first projects was the con¬ 
struction of the Worcester Turnpike. While on 
(hat task, he was credited with 
revolutionizing the road construction process 
by modernizing the application of concrete. 
Up to that time, road crew could set concrete 
about a mile per day, but with his design 
innovation, this was increased to five miles 
and more per day. The process is used to this 
date. 

In a relatively short period, he was 
promoted with the Perini firm to vice- 
president and general manager in charge of 
road construction. Later he took a seat on the 
board of directors. 

Since his retirement, Mr.Doherty acted as 
consultant lo the Perini firm and as honorary 
member of the board of directors. 

Other projects in which he was involved 
included Logan Airport, the Mass. Turnpike 
and the Maine Turnpike, all of which were 
completed under his direction. 

He was a member of Moles, an 
organization composed of underground tunnel 
workers, the Winchester Knights of Columbus 
No. 210, St. Mary’s Holy Name Society and he 
was past rear commander of the Allen Harbor 
Yacht Club, Cape Cod. 


He lived in Winchester for the past 42 
years. 

He leaves his wife, Celia J. (Forbes) 
Doherty, a son, John F. Doherty of Win¬ 
chester, a daughter, Mary Jane Curran of 
West Harwich, and a brother, Charles E. 
Doherty of Woburn; also nine grandchildren 
and .several nieces and nephews. 

Funeral mass will be celebrated this 
morning at 9:15 at St. Mary’s Church. Burial 
will be in Calvary Cemetery, Woburn.

All masters of vessels and others are 
warned against carrying off, concealing or 
entertaining the said boy, as they would avoid 
the utmost penalty of the law, in that ease 
made and provided.

‘Bill of Rights’ for nonsmokers 
new state law as of October 9 


(News Hem: After :i Ihrce-ycar effort by 
Itay State health professionals, le^tislators 
and private citizens. iMassachusetts now has 
a law to help nonsmokers in their (piest for 
smoke-free hreathin^ areas.) 

Whew! And amen! From a former smoker 
and gross offender; now nonsmoker and 
nonoffender. It has been a long time coming. 
Too long! 

You have to have been an addict of the evil 
weed to know how offensive you must have 
been to those fortunales who did not smoke 
but were in circumstances that forced them to 
be near you when you did smoke. Mea culpa! 
They will gel the break they have long 
deserved. 

The writer stopped cold turkey ten years 
ago, never to light up again, never to cough 
again from self-imposed lung pollution, never 
to gasp in the morning, at the noon hour, in 
the evening, at night. Alas, all day and all 
night long. 

Hut it is not the thought of what the smoker 
was inflicting upon himself, but upon those 
around him. Having abandoned the habit, one 
does not wear the halo for long, hut is ever 
aware of his lack of consideration for tho.se. 
aroutid him. For them, it must have been 
sheer misery. 

Fortunately all such offensivene.ss, that 
almost nau.seous suffering by nonsmokers 
may be hut a distant, smokey memory lost in 
the haze of the past. At long last they are 
being rewarded by that right which should 
have been theirs in the beginning - freedom 
to breathe clean, or at least non-srnoke- 
polluled air in public places. 

For those who care, here is the rest of the 
news item issued by the Middlesex- 
Cambridge Lung Association. Road it and 
rejoice. Sing hallelujah, brother, a new day 
has come. Relief at last! 

Governor Michael Dukakis has signed Into 
law “An Act To Prohibit Or Restrict Smoking 
In Certain Public Places," which will go into 
effect October 9. With this Act, Massachusetts 
joins at least 19 other states that have passed 
laws restricting a habit that is harmful to both 
smokers and nonsmokers. Representative

The legislation prohibits smoking in public 
elevators, supermarkets, and MBTA con¬ 
veyances. Also, .smr)king is restricted lo 
designated areas in mu.scums, libraries, 
hospitals, nursing homes, trains, airplanes, 
and other mass transit conveyances. 

The law also stales that “an appropriate 
nun)ber of signs” shall be posted to show the 
designated No Smoking areas. The Mid- 
dlesex-Camhridge Lung As.sociation is of- 
lering a limited nutnher of the.se signs, 
conforming to all legal requirements, free of 
charge. The signs, as well as other materials, 
are available t«» anyone who would like to set 
up the.se No Smoking areas, either by law or 
voluntarily. 

Chaplain Waller F. Kloss, president of the 
Lung As.soclalion. a co-sponsor of the bill, 
said that, “though the Act does not cover all 
public places we originally intended (notably 
schools and government offices), it sets a 
healthy precedent for both smokers and 
nonsmokers. Actually, the law should just be 
u.sed as a last resort when all other attempts 
i'll getting a smoker to stop have failed.” 

“In fact, a recent survey tohoul the 
Commonwealth has shown that most smokers 
will usually comply with a no smoking 
request. And of course, national figures in¬ 
dicate that G‘l percent of adult Americans are 
nonsmokers...a clear majority. This law, 
then, promotes a sort of "peaceful 
coexistence” between smokers and non- 
smokers.” 

The now no smoking law drew active 
support from many legislators in both the 
House and Senate. Representative Pines was 
joined in the House by Representative 
Garrelh Lynch (D-Westfield), an admitted 
smoker yet a strong supporter of “non- 
smokers’ rights.” Senator Chester G. Atkins 
(D-Acton) helped to carry the bill through the 
•Senate.

Cooks go on vacation but 
leave their recipes behind

It’s hard to find much cooking in Win¬ 
chester kitchens this long hot summer. 

But if the cooks are gone, they have left 
their recipes behind for the industrious 
collector and recreational cookbook reader 
like me. 

Rev. Robert Slorer, pastor emeritus of the 
Winchester Unitarian Church, scarcely 
stopped long enough in Winchester this 
summer after a stint as a director of play at a 
community playhouse In San Antonio before 
leaving on a brief European vacation. 

He’s not cooking, but his fish chowder 
recipe is in the files of recipe collector and 
cook Mrs. Marie Henry. 

Hob Storer’s Chowder 
(serves 12) 

5 pounds haddock filet, cooked, flaked 

6 large potatoes, peeled and diced 
2 quarts milk 

1 can evaporated milk 
ti tablespoons butler 

4 tablespoons diced salt pork 

2 large onions, sliced 

1 bottle clam broth 

2 tablespoons salt 
'-j teaspoon pepper 

pound sea scallops, sliced 
Fry out salt pork, save scraps to garnish 
chowder. Saute onions in fat and butter until 
golden. Add potatoes and enough water to 
cover — barely. Cook until tender. Add clam 
broth, seasonings and sliced scallops if you 
use them. Let simmer a few minutes. Do not 
boil! 

Add two kinds of milk and the fish. Heat to 
scalding. Strain the liquM in which the 
hndd«)ck was cooked and use it to thin out the 
chowder if necessary. To cook the fish: 
simply cover it with w'ater — barely — and 
poach it slowly until it flakes when pierced 
with a fork. Fish needs very little cooking. 
Pick the cooked fish off the bo!ies and strain 
the liquid. Garnish chowder with the browned 
pork scraps.

Tax reform needed as it 
relates to public schools

Mrs. George A. (Emily) Marks, a busy 
lady who divides her time between the 
Museum of Fine Arts volunteers, her own art 
work, and painting classes for Winchester’s 
senior citizens, has a lovely cool summer 
dessert recipe which she also left behind.

2 avocados, peeled and cut into small pieces 
1 pint vanilla ice cream 

1 pint lime sherbet

2 tablespoons sugar 

Blend all ingredients in blender, taste, and 
add more lime juice or sugar, if desired. Pour 
into bowl suitable for serving at tabic, and 
freeze. Stir once during freezing period of two 
lo three hours. Serve with macaroons, or 
alone. 


With so much heat rising from the current 
controversy over the desperate need for more 
taxes and how to raise them so that 
Massachusetts can bail itself out of its present 
fiscal difficulties, one extremely important 
issue seems lo have been overlooked. That is 
the matter of tax reform, particularly reform 
which is related lo the funding of public 
schools. 

It is not enough merely to expand the 
percentages of our revenuc-raisinu^^ 
techniques in order to balance the budget, (R^j 
governor and the legislature should turn their 
attention to the business of rewriting lax 
legislation so that Massachusetts obtains its 
money and funds Its programs more ef¬ 
ficiently and fairly. 

With this in mind. I’d like to bring to the 
attention of all Massachusetts citizens the 
school finance plan of the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association (MTA), which attacks 
head-on the problem of providing substantial 
relief lo the homeowner and rent payer, and 
at the same lime attempts to equalize 
educational opportunity thrhughoul the stale. 

For two years MTA has submitted lo (he 
legislature a sizeable tax reform package, the 
essence of which is lo equalize educational 
opportunity and at the same lime ease the 
burden of properly taxes. 

In percent of personal income, 
Massachusetts has the highest property taxes 
in the nation! 

The MTA calls for 50. percent state 
responsibility for school funding in the first 
year of operation, and culminates in 75 
IHMTcnt state assumption of school cost within 
five years, combined with a method of 
equalizing per pupil expenditures in every 
community in order to offer equality of op¬ 
portunity in those cities and towns which are 
unable lo raise as much money as wealthier 
communities.

USA needs far-reaching 
legislation to deal with 
current, oil shortages

Along with this, MTA has also filed a 
companion tax relief bill which would reduce 
the state income tax for senior citizens and 
I)pi Rons of low income who pay relatively high 
property taxes. 

* MTA urges all citizens to support this 
legislative package. It will mean signifigant 
^property tax savings to homeowners and rent 
•^payers and at the same time will correct the 
enormous discrepancies in pupil expenditures 
now rampant in the Commonwealth. 

Under the MTA School Finance Plan, the 
greatest aid would be chanelled to school 
districts with the largest number of disad¬ 
vantaged children and the most need for 
fiscal relief. Last year, for example, 
Brookline spent $2,235 per pupil while 
Leominster spent $805. 

This kind of disparity does a great in¬ 
justice to the children of Leominster and to 
children in cities and towns similar to 
Leominster, whose only failing appears to be 
that they reside in communities which find it 
difficult to raise enough money from property 
taxes to spend adequate sums on education. 

Under the MTA plan, only the wealthiest 
communities would continue to rely on some 
property taxes but in any cities and towns 
these taxes would still be lower than they are 
today. 

MTA has been seeking major changes in 
school funding since 1973 when the 
organization commissioned an extensive 
study of alternative methods of financing 
public schools with the objective of deter¬ 
mining which method best meets the 
demands of equal educational opportunity 
while also providing substantial property tax 
relief. 


Unfair insinuation 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In a recent article in your paper entitled 
“$3,500 spent to hire Byrne fired by Secretary 
Murphy,” the writer insinuated a derogatory 
remark about “a fairly nice retirement 
allowance for 40 days work.” 

William Byrne is a truly dedicated and 
intelligent professional with an impressive 
educational background and I credit the 
growth resources to bring the potentials of 
this young man to the attention of the ad¬ 
ministration. 

What happened lo Byrne as a MDC 
commissioner is veiy unfortunate. Maybe his 
technical and professional knowledge alone 
was not enough to administer a complicated 
commission such as the MDC and I do not sec 
any fault in Sec. Murphy’s decision to replace 
him. 

On the other hand 1 congratulate Sec. 
Murphy’s decision to retain Byrne with the 
MDC and feel confident that he will make 
very significant contributions to the MDC. 

Any recruitment program involves ex¬ 
penditure of money if one wants lo find above 
average individuals. 

Whether any other process would have 
cost less than $3,.500 is open lo question; but 
the expenditure spent to bring Byrne lo the 
MDC should not be wasted. 

Byrne is not in “a retirement allowance.’’ 
He Is iKjrforming a valuable function with the 
MDC at a salary that any professional 
engineer with his background would not 
consider lo be excessive.

During the last two weeks, Congress has pul 
forth as great an effort as I have seen it 
display in a long time to find a reasonable 
solution to the rapidly deteriorating energy 
situation. This has been a very frustrating 
lime for the Congress, and especially for me 
as all our efforts have been met with in¬ 
flexible, unreasonable opposition from the 
President. 

The need for some sort of far reaching 
legislation to deal with current and oncoming 
oil shortages is obvious. The Congress has 
been working for two and a half years now to 
establish such a program. However, the only 
bill so far to be passed by both the House and 
the Senate and signed into law by the 
President is a bill which I authored and 
guided through Congress two years ago when 
the need for such legislation Hrsl arose. The 
hill is the Mandatory Allocation Act which 
gives authority to the Federal Energy 
Administration to allocate crude oil and oil 
products in amounts and prices required to 
provide for the protection of the public health, 
safety, and welfare and maintenance of 
public services and agricultural operations. 
This law expires on August 31, and with it, 
existing government controls on the price of 
presently controlled oil will also expire. 
Without these controls, the price of oil will 
rise from the present $5.25 a barrel to over 
$13.25 per barrel. This would be a crushing 
blow to our already ailing economy. The 
imminent expiration of this Act is the reason 
Congress has fought so hard these last two 
weeks to resolve the bitter conflict between 
the Executive and Legislative branches of 
government over a national energy policy. 

The Congress’s first proposal to deal with 
this immediate problem went to the President 
on July 21. The bill contained an extension of 
my Mandatory Allocation Act, and, in ad¬ 
dition. increased the time Congress could 
disapprove a Presidential plan to decontrol 
the price of oil, and rolled back the current 
price of oil. The President is diametrically 
opposed to both a reduction in oil prices and is 
for a complete deregulation of oil prices. At 
least this Is the reason he gave for vetoing this 
bill. Support of this bill was not strictly along 
party lines so there were not enough voles in 
the House or the Senate to override the veto, 
for oil producing states were leaders in the 
fight to de-regulate all prices on oil prices. 

Many of my colleagues agreed with me that 
it was necessary to reduce the current price 
of oil lo protect American consumers from 
the devastating impact of ever increasing * 
energy prices. President Ford feels that all 
price controls on oil should be lifted. He 
reasons that increased prices for oil will lead 
lo reduced oil consumption. The President 
submitted to Congress his plan to phase out 
existing controls over a 30-month period and 
his plan was rejected. Substantial price in¬ 
creases over 30 months do not provide the 
time this economy needs to rebound from our 
current recession. 

Also, during the past two weeks, the House 
has been working on a comprehensive 
“Energy Conservation and Oil Policy Act” 
which includes a ceiling on the price of “new” 
domestic oil production, energy conservation 
measures, and a General Accounting Office 
audit of oil industry energy data and in¬ 
formation. The debate on this bill has cen¬ 
tered primarily around the issue of price 
controls. 

The President’s co-horts, on the one hand, 
feel: that all price controls on oil should be 
lifted, 'fhis would cause prices to increase 
drastically which the President feels would 
result in a reduction in oil consumption and 
dependence on foreign oil. An amendment to 
lift the existing controls was offered during 


discussion of the Energy Conservation and Oil 
Policy Act and defeated. 

The near quadrupling of oil prices in the 
world market in 1973 and 1974 caused a severe 
shock to the world economy and has this 
nation In a recession from which we are 
trying desperately to lift ourselves. At this 
time our economy just cannot lake a further 
shock of another sudden increase in the price 
of oil. As the cost of domestic oil increases, 
the costs of heating oil, electricity, gasoline, 
consumer goods and services increase ac¬ 
cordingly. No segments of the economy are 
not touched by oil price increases. From a 
lime a person wakes up in the morning until 
he goes to sleep at night, he uses products 
which will be dramatically effected by an 
increase in the price of oil. In addition, our 
untolerable levels of unemployment will be 
further increased. With this in mind, I 
strongly supported an amendment to cut back 
the current price of oil, which would ease the 
burden on (he consumer and at the same 
time, would provide sufficient incentive for 
oil producers to explore for new oil sources, 
for Secretary of the Treasury, William Simon 
said last year before my Subcommittee—and 
I quote—“the price of $7 a barrel will be 
sufficient to bring supply and demand Into 
balance. Any price higher than that creates a 
windfall—a price to producers which is more 
than producers have anticipated when in¬ 
vestments were made, and more than that 
required to produce all that we can in fact 
expect lo l>e supplied.” 

Unfortunately, this amendment was also 
defeated. Finally, after days of discussion on 
oil pricing, an amendment was approved 
striking all pricing provisions. 

On July 25. the President offered what he 
referred to as his last “compromise” 
proposal on oil pricing. His plan this time was 
lo decontrol oil prices over a 39 month period, 
which I do not consider a compromise at all. 
This proposal was rejected. 

Finally, on July 31, the House approved a 
simple extension of my Mandatory Allocation 
Act which is to expire on August 31. This is 
absolutely necessary to prevent prices from 
skyrocketing lo the unreasonable OPEC oil 
price levels. 

During Floor consideration of the Man¬ 
datory Allocation Act extension I gave an 
illustration of the President’s so-called 
willingness to compromise. It is as if a man 
goes in to buy a new car. He sees one worth 
$12,000 and offers the dealer $9,000. The 
dealer says that he wants $15,000 and the man 
offers $8,000. The salesman says, “No—since 
your last offer, the price has increased to 
$18,000,” knowing all the time that the man 
will never accept that figure. The salesman 
then claims that the buyer refused to com¬ 
promise with him when he does not buy the 
car. 

The President, w'ho wants price controls 
lifted anyway, is not the least bit interested in 
“a real compromise” with the Congress. All 
he has to do is wait for the Allocation Act to 
expire in order to implement his plan of 
reducing consumption by decontrolling oil 
prices. However, the extension of the Act 
passed the House and Senate by two-thirds 
margins indicating that if the President does 
veto this measure it can be overridden. For 
the sake of the American consumer, and 
especially the oil dependent New England 
consumer, I fervently hope that the President 
will not allow oil prices lo be decontrolled on 
August 31. The American economy would not 
he able to absorb such a devastating blow and 
the consumer cannot and should not be 
subjected to such an unfair increase in the 
price of oil.

Mr. Noble seconded the motion and the 
vote was 3-1; Mrs. Fallon voting in the 
negative; Mr. Noble, Mr. Phare and myself 
voting in the affirmative; Mr. Parkhurst and 
Mr. Frank absent. 

There is much planning to be done and 
very little time left before schools open in 
which to do it.

Thare MacDonald, 19, of 29 Mystic ave., 
said he’d bicycle across country again for the 
cancer crusade, but this time he’d go from the 
west coast to east coast k^ause, "the winds 
were a paifT." • 

After obtaining pledges of from a penny a 
mile to a tenth of a cent, MacDonald and 
David Bower, 20, of 73 Yale st., departed May 
7 and traveled 3,550 miles to L<» Angeles in 41 
days. 

While the money is not completely 
collected, MacDonald estimates a $500 total 
contribution due to their cycling efforts. 

Most of the money was from his and 
Bower’s friends, MacDonald notes. One 
cancer victim in Wyoming gave him $5, he 
said.

chair clinic; complete oral diagnosis, 
restoration of decayed teeth, treatment of 
fractured teeth, oral surgery, root canal 
treatment, minor brace work, replacing 
missing leeth with partial dentures, dental 
procedures ynder a general anesthetic and 
routine preventive care and treatment of 
gums. 

Providing care for five state institutions 
including the Belchertown, Monson, Dover, 
Wrenthom and Fernald Stale Hospitals, Dr. 
O’Donnell noted the center has 1,.5000 active 
patients. 

According to O’Donnell, an as.sistant 
clinical professor at Tufts University, the 
program is directly affiliated with the Tufts 
{ .School of Medicine. 

All the dentists at the center, are Tufts 
. appointed, he adds. 

The dental program at the Shriver Center 
has two components: the community resident 
program and the slate-wide institutionalized 
program. 

. Under the former, any Massachusetts 
resident who is mentally retarded, physically 
handicapped or who has a learning disorder, 
and is under 21 years of age, is eligible for 
free dental care. 

The second component of the dental care 
program allows institutionalized children and 
young adults to he based to the center. 

' According to O’Donnell, before the center 
existed, many retarded children were unable 
to receive care due to “physical and 
behavioral problems’’ which presented 
problems to the private practitioner. 

He added although the Shriver Center 
“doesn’t take care of everyone — plenty of 
t retarded children still see private prac- 
) titioners,’’ l)ecause of a federal grant there is 
’ MO pres.sure to get patients In and out rapidly.

“One hour of a dentist’s lime can load to a 
big expense,” reminds O’Donnell. 

Three pedodontists. two dental assistants, 
two interning dentists and one dental 
hygienist work on patients, many of whom 
have “long-standing dental problems,” as 
O’Donnell phrased It. 

He said GO percent of them require no 
tranquilizing. sedatives or nitrous oxide 
(laughing gas) “to allay apprehensions.” 

Using a “process of familiarity,” 
0’D(»nnell explained dentists tell what they 
will do, show them procedures and then begin 
work. 

He noted five to ten percent of the patients 
are so severely retarded or physically 
disabled that they are not able to receive 
louline outpatient care and must stay 
overnight and be put under anesthesia for 
denial work. 

O’Donnell explained if a child is not able to 
care for his or her teeth, parents are taught to 
do it for (hem 

He stated the low incidence of decay found 
with institutionalized children because of 
their well controlled diet. 

He added it was their gums which were in 
poor condition. 

“Most often it is the .severly retarded child 
who is in the institution. He often will not let 
anyone gel in bis mouth,” O’Donnell said. 

Conversely, although (he reatrded child 
living with his parents has a higher incidence 
of decay because parents may become lax 
and there Is access to candy and sweets, his 
dental hygiene will he good. 

According to O’Donnell the child living at 
home is asually not as severly retarded. He 
may he taught to brush his teeth or will allow 
som(‘one to do it. 

A graduate of Tufts University, the 
University (»f Pittsburgh and the New 
Fngland Medical Center, Wr. O’Donnell 
explained part of his training dealt with 
dental care for the handicapped and retarded. 

“Retarded children are unafraid when you 
tako time with them,’ he said. 

“At the .Shriver Center we can do things 
the private practioner can’t afford to do.” 

O’Donnell .said (he dentists at the center . 
may take six weeks for just acclimating 
children to a dentist’s office.

MDC police will 
aid in catastrophe 

MDC commissioner John F. Snedeker 
reports he has made application to the Dept, 
of Public Health in order to meet legal 
requirements of a new state law which will 
allow MDC police officers to continue to 
transport injured persons while "phasing 
out" of the ambulance business. 

Metropolitan police superintendent 
Laurence J. Carpenter issued a general order 
to all members of his department outlining 
Ihe department’s responsibilities in the 
handling of injured parties within 


Metropolitan Police jurisdiction under Ihe 
new law. 

The order In part says that effective 
midnight. July 14. Metropolitan police of¬ 
ficers will not transport accident victims 
from the scenes of accidents to hospitals or 
give medical treatment except in cases of 
minor injuries or illness or in case of the 
exceptions noted. 

Exceptions would be in the case of a major 
catastrophe in which the number of certified 
emergency ambulances in the locality are 
insufficient and when no ambulances from 
that city or town are available and the radio 
dispatcher so advises.

for one of the final performances of ‘‘Dark of 
the Moon.” 

This is delightful theatre. The show is a 
joint production of the Winchester Summer 
Community Theatre and the Town Recreation 


Department and both organizations should be 
proud. 

Stunning staging, costuming, lighting and 
sounds create a threatrical spell of laughter 
and chilling drama that are blended 
magically to lighten the oppressive burden of 
midsummer heat.

have concocted a powerful potion which 
enables them to cast spells of sight and sound 
onstage. The ingredients of the brew include 
folk songs, dances and a mountain revival 
meeting which add up to a strange and 
dramatic play, full of color and Imagination. 

P’rom the moment the Witch-Boy, played 
by Peter Bloch, appears on Baldy Mountain In 
a dreamy moonlight setting, searching for the 
Conjur Man, until the final chilling moonlight 
scene, the spell of this imaginative folk 
fantasy takes over. 

Some of the magic is in the skilled hands of 
the young Winchester actor whose maturing 
craft and stage presence are well worth 
seeing as he plays two roles — the other¬ 
worldly Witch-Boy and his human Incarnation 
as John, the lover of the beautiful but high- 
spirited Barbara Allen. 

When he looks for his magical high-flying 
eagle to carry him away, one almost expects 
it to appear, so convincingly the Witch Boy 
casts his spell on the audience. 

The story is set in the not too distant past 
and recounts the love of a Witch Boy for the 
beautiful Barbara Allen, played with won¬ 
derful poise beyond the expectation of her 
years by 15-year-old Kathi Conlon. Her 
rendition of the Barbara Allan ballad is rich 
and memorable. 

Witch Boy convinces the Conjur Woman to 
(urn him into a human so he may marry 
Barbara. His human form will endure if 
Barbara remains faithful to him for one yeai‘. 
Rags and heavy makeup do not hide the 
dramatic skill of Karen Detore in this cameo 
role. 

The superstitious townspeople resent the 
happiness of John and Barbara and meddle in 
the young couple’s affairs. Violence and 
tragedy result. The mountaineers take 
vengeance at a spirited revival meeting 
which is one of the memorable moments in 
theatre. 

As a Bible-toting preacher in the Smoky 
Mountain Village of Buck Creek, Leonardo 
DeMelo shows promise as an actor of force 
and power. 


Virtuns«» character performer Hugh 
Fraser does it again with his portrayal of 
Uncle Smelicue, town singer and philosopher. 

Vivacious Margie I^bedz and stern and 
upset Shep Wenglln as Barbara Allen’s 
parents and talented singer Jay Enstad as her 
teenage br^^ther lend a richness and warmth 
lo the community in Buck Creek. 

Huann Warford has a bright moment in a 
dramatic childbed scene as the bearer of bad 
news. Bill Mood plays the role of Barbara’s 
rejected lover and local bully with humor and 
conviction. Rowena Dores was delightful as 
the spirited spinter. Miss Metcalf. 

The folk fantasy mood is maintained by 
the outstanding dancers Janice Carrigan and 
Elizabeth Farrell as the Dark Witch and the 
Fair Witch who repeatedly try to lure and 
seduce the now-human Witch Boy back to his 
other-worldly home. 

More of the moonbeam magic is in the 
setting, sounds and lights which translate into 
mountains, thunder, lightening and at 
mosphere from the curtain opening eerie 
wind-like organ to the final moonlit glow. 

Ghostly trees on gossamer curtains, 
designed by Dennis McCarthy, set the fantasy 
mood of the delicate folk piece which is based 
on the American (not British) ballad of 
Barbara Allen. 

Jim Lynch’s outstanding use of at¬ 
mospheric lighting design and equally ef¬ 
fective music and sound executed by Dam- 
haru Gautam rate priase as among the better 
technical effects seen in recent years in 
Winchester. 

The professional caliber of John 
Finamore’s costuming adds greatly to the 
authenticity of the production. 

The real Conjur Man is director John 
Sebsastian Baiocchi who must have mixed up 
a batwing-mou.se-ear potion to produce a 
balanced ensemble of two dozen actors and 
dancers.

Selectmen put off final action 
on Beano games in Winchester 




Final approval of rules and regulations for 
Beano games in Winchester, a topic on the 
selectmen’s agenda in recent weeks, has 
again been deferred for two weeks. 

Earlier all of the selectmen except 
Willjam Chapman approved the bulk of the 
original draft of Beano rules patterned after 
those used in Medford. 

However there were a few rules which 
selectman Arthur Dunbar felt needed ad¬ 
ditional review by the Fire and Police 
Departments and sub-committee chairman 
for such matters, William Chapman. 

Chapman, absent during the original 
discussion and earlier partial approval of the 
rules, said he is concerned about ingress and 
egress from buildings holding Beano games 
as well as space between tables and corridors 
from a safety viewpoint. 

Chapman said he would like additional 
time to meet with the fire and police chiefs to 
review the state rules. 

Beano functions should conform with rules 
of any public function halls, said selectwoman 
Barbara Hankins. 

Selectmen John J. Sullivan reiterated his 
former position — to accept the rules as 
originally drafted and then if the police or fire 
officials feel revamping is needed due to 
problems then have them make recom¬ 
mendations to modify the rules. 

There was discussion on whether it might 
be a good idea to review rules and regulations 
for all public functions. While Chapman felt 
this a good idea, Sullivan called it a 
“horrendous task.” 

Selectman chairman Lawrence Smith said 
“we can’t wait for a comprehensive job.” 
Smith didn’t want to delay the process any

More test borings funds endorsed 


A figure not to exceed $3,500 may be 
earmarked from reserve funds to pay for 
additional borings at a site for a proposed 
transfer station at the present town in¬ 
cinerator. 

Albert H. Mooradian and Vartkes Karaian 
of the Solid Waste Disposal Committee met 
with selectmen Monday to give a progress 
report on the proposed transfer station for the 
town. 

Mooradian reported that C. E. Maguire 
Inc., soils and foundation engineering con¬ 
sultants employed by the town with town 
meeting approval to prepare a subsurface 
exploration program adequate to provide 
subsurface date within the project limits, 
feels three more test borings are necessary to 
provide adequate information to make a 
proper decision. 

Previous boring samples were done for the 
town free of charge, said Mooradian. While 
the tests were done by Maguire, they feel the 
three additional test borings w'ill determine if 
the town planners are on the right course.

Three years not 
enough for the 
planning board 


Town counsel Douglas A. Randall has 
informed town clerk Elsie M. Nelson that the 
Winchester home rule charter prescribing 
three-year terms for members of the Plan¬ 
ning Board is invalid and that the statutory 
five-year terms specified in General I.aw c. 
41, s. 81A shall be followed. 

The Winchester charter adopted at the 
annual election on March 3 provided that 
“There shall be a Planning Board consisting 
of five members elected for three-year terms, 
so arranged that as nearly an equal number 
of terms as possible shall expire each year." 

According to Randall, in the recent 
Supreme Judicial Court decision of Del Duca 
V. Methuen, decided June 4, it was ruled that 
the Town of Methuen “had no power to 
prescribe three-year terms of office for 
members of the Planning Board since the 
statute prescribes five-year terms.”

Pharo responds 

The following Is a statement from 
Richard Pharo. chairman of the .School 
Committee: 

At the School Committee meeting July 
2 K a motion was passed f(»r the 
superintendent <»f schools to establish a 
date beyond which without certain 
critical information from the state he felt 
the department could not implement the 
.Metco Program because of the 
unavailability of funds to hire the 
neces.sary personnel. 

.As a result of this action, as chairman 
of the .S.’hool committee. I wrote to the 
Ways a»id Means Committee and 
Educatioi. Committee of the state 
legislature v-lth copies to the State Dept, 
of Educaton to advise them of this action 
and to offer public testimony on this 
matter If they desired to encourage 
prompt action on consideration of the 
education budget and to suggest full 
funding of the .IMctco portion of the 
budget to aid Winebesfer and other towns 
preparing to begin Metco. 

The chairman of the ScIum)! Com¬ 
mittee is required to ccrr> on much 
correspondence as a result of School 
Committee actions and this was done In 
the context. 


Those who asked questions and challenged 
Ms. Hewis were Sally Kincaid of the Finance 
(’ommillee and Patricia Wells, a town 
meeting member. 

Mrs. Kincaid likened the funding of the 
Metco program to Chapter 766. She said the 
difference here is that parents of special 
children can take the town to court if the 
education is not provided. 

With her printed statement. Ms. Hewis 
included letters addressed hy .School Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Richard L. Pharo and Vice- 
(’hairman Catherine R. Fallon to 65 persons 
including members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, the Joint Committee on 
Education, the governor and others asking if 
they might present testimony on behalf of 
Metco funding in general and on behalf of 
Winchester’s ‘‘unique situation in par¬ 
ticular.” 

Ms. Hewis also drew attention to a letter 
from Mrs. Fallon dated July 29 to Mrs. Jean 
McGuire of Metco inquiring if Metco loaned 
money to communities joining the Metco 
program. 

Copies of the letters were Xerox sheets 
showing Winchester Public Schools let¬ 
terheads. letter content, but lacking written 
signatures. 

Ms. Hewis charged the two School Com¬ 
mittee members, “using facilities and em¬ 
ployees of the School Department,” sent these 
letters without the authorization of other 
School Committee members. 

“It is our understanding that knowledge of 
this action and copies of the .said letters was 
deliberately withheld from certain School 
Committee members,” said Ms. Hewis. 

Indicating the letters W'ere received by the 
various legislators as coming from the School 
Committee, Ms. Hewis also included in her 
packet copies of responses to the committee 
man and woman as members of the Win¬ 
chester School Committee. 

The Pharo-F’allon letter to legislators 
noted this year’s background on the Metco 
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Non-residents can become completely lost 
trying to get through Cambridge street, she 
said. 

Selectmen asked Edward Donnelly, 
executive secretary, to contact officials at 
Boston Edison as well as someone at the 
Mass. Department of Public Works. The 
latter granted license to Edison to complete 
the work. 

If this doesn’t alleviate problems right 
away, selectmen asked Donnelly to have a 
Boston Edison repre.sentative meet with them 
next Monday. 

Of particular concern is the upcoming 
opening of schools and travel of school buses. 


Selectmen deny one, defer another license 


Following two public hearings Monday 
night, the Board of Selectmen deferred action 
on granting a permit to operate a lodging 
house at one Winchester location and rejected 
a permit for another. 

Applications for licenses were requested 
by Malteo Gallo of Reading, owner of a 
lodging house at 219 Washington st., and 
Kenneth Wright of llA Lakeview rd. for 
lodging and rooms at 270 Washington st. 

Selectmen deferred decision on the Gallo 
property until the building has been inspected 
by the Board of Health, Building Com¬ 
missioner and inspector of wires. 

According to zoning administrator .Nor¬ 
man Sherman, the town’s old zoning law did 
not restrict the operation of lodging houses. 

Rules and regulations recommended by 
Sherman and adopted by selectmen Monday 
night describe a lodging house as a house or 
dwelling unit where lodgings are let to four or 
more persons not withiir the second degree of 
kindred to the legal owner of the premises. 

The rules say no new lodging house 
operations are permitted within any district 
of the town. Only those legal, non-conforming 
use. operations conducted prior to. and 
continually since, June 28,1974, have standing 
to bo licensed. 

No such operation shall be conducted 
without a pro|)er license from the Winchester 
Hoard of Selectmen. And all such operations 
must be duly licensed by Jan. 1, 1976 in order 
to continue. 

Sherman estimates there are about four 
more such lodging hou.ses in Winchester 
which he knows about. 

Because Gallo's property has been a 
lodging house for at least 20 years, Sherman 
said Gallo is eligible for a license as long as 
the building meets requirements in ac¬ 
cordance with building c(^es and other town 
and slate laws. Of course, he will need a 
license to operate from selectmen. 

While Gallo’s property “appears to be a 
valid non conforming use with a house ap¬ 


parently designed for a lodging house. ’ said 
Sherman, the Wright property “should be 
returned to a single family unit.” 

The Wright property currently has four 
persons in four individual rooms and five 
people living in three apartments. 

This information was provided by Mrs. 
Cheryl Clare, daughter of Wright who was 
unable to attend the hearing due to other 
commitments. 

Sherman explained that under the old law 
this property is in a zoning area allowing 
single and double residences. Because there 
is a third apartment, the owner is operating 
illegally. “Two dwelling units only are per¬ 
mitted,” he said. 

Sherman also noted there are illegal 
kitchen units in the building, the structure is 
not suitable for a lodging house and there is 
not adequate parking for tenants. 

While there was discussion of problems at 
the site including disrepair, complaints of 
neighbors to the police and Board of Health 
concerning noise, garbage laying around atid 
odors from a dead animal which the Board of 
Health buried on the premises, selectmen 
denied the license to Wright and his daughter 
on the grounds the use of the building goes 
against both the old and new zoning laws. 

They suggested to Mrs. Clare and her 
husband who was present that they convert 
the property to a two-family dwelling. This 
can be done legally without a license. They 
cautioned the young couple that no more than 
four unrelated persons can occupy each unit. 

Selectman William Chapman commended 
the Clares for their attempts In recent months 
to make the building and Its surroundings 
cleaner and in repair and said the board 
members would be available at any future 
time to advise them. 

Sherman said he will meet with the Clares 
and help them set up a plan to convert the 
building and put it in legal use within a 30 to 45 
day period. 

Board of Health director Michael .Saraco 
and Sherman told selectmen that in their 


opinion the Gallo properly is providing a 
public .service for elderly persons. 

Saraco said he has received calls from two 
tenants at 219 Washington st. who are 
“worried they may be put off the premises.” 
Saraco said the two senior citizens he visited 
indicated they are happy with their living 
quarters. 

Sherman said the Gallo property 
“definitely was legal under the old zoning 
law’’ and he would recommend it remain a 
lodging house since it is fit for the purpose and 
is managed properly. “He seems to be 
providing a real service to the town.” said 
.Sherman of Gallo. 

Gallo was disturbed to learn that his 
license, if granted, will have to be renewed 
annually. He suggested the present board 
might grant the license but asked what if a 
future board “doesn’t like my looks” and 


won’t renew the license? 

Town Coun.sel Douglas Randall interjected 
his view that the situation is discretionary, 
that receiving a license this year won’t give 
Gallo any advantage over others who want 
licenses for the first time. “We are not talking 
zoning now,” said Randall. 

Selectman John J. .Sullivan said generally 
speaking he is against lodging houses and felt 
he was speaking for the board in making such 
a statement. None of his associates disputed 
his remark. 

, Sullivan agreed the present board or a 
future board can deny Gallo a license, 
however, if all goes well with the inspections 
at the site he is inclined to approve Gallo’s 
license. 

After necessary inspections are made, 
there will be an additional hearing concerning 
the license for Gallo. 






Board won’t post two street j obi! 


In a 4-1 vote (Lawrence Smith voting 
against the motion) selectmen decided to 
reject posting of two jobs as requested by 
Robert G. O'Brien, superintendent of streets 
The jobs (J’Brien wanted to post called for 
one W-lOskilled laborer—equipment operator 
and one W-12 motor equipment repairman 
The recjue.sl for the W ID “is not a vaeatiey 
as such in that I reduced an employee in the 
Highway Department for disciplinary 
reasons,” said O’Brien. This created a 
vacancy in the allowable number of W lb 
positions but has overloaded the allowable 
positions in the W-9 classification, he said. 

Continuing. O'Brien said: “It is my intent 
to post this W-IO position and fill a said 
vacancy with one of the present men now 
classified at the W-9 rating. This is basically a 
sWiipping of personnel to new classification 
and not filling a vacancy,” he said. 

O’Brien said the motor equipment 
repairman is a new position, approved at the 


annual town meeting. 

He said it is important that he fill this 
vacancy as soon as possible in order that the 
man may become as familiar as possible with 
the equipment. He noted the fall would be an 
opportune time to prepare for winter and 
there are no per.sonnel at the incinerator. In 
bis opinion, who could qualify for this 
position. 

Selectmen John J. Sullivan said he didn’t 
feel the jobs should be posted. He said. “We 
need to lighten the organization and the more 
positions we can keep open, the better.” This 
will give the new DPW director more free 
range especially with the prospt*ct of closing 
Ibe incinerator, be suggested. 

All but Smith agreed with Sullivan

A diarist takes a trip 
for summer adventure 


The following are diary notes describing 
activity over a few days In the life of Frances 
VerPlanck of 37 Calumet rd. As a member of 
the Winchester Historical Society. Mrs. 
VerPlacck finds herself involved in various 
community programs. 

Wed. Aug. 6 

A.M. J.L. called to remind me about the 
last day of summer school for the Six Week 
Adventure kindergarten at Ambrose — a 
Friday Winchester Trails trip into Smith 
Pond. No Winchester Trails walks since early 
spring. It could be that vines have since ob¬ 
scured the paths. Best to check. 

P.M. J.L. couldn’t be more right. Absolute 
impasse of blackberry vines. Unbelievable! 
Thick thorny stalks bar our passage. 
Cascades of black glistening berries on each 
stalk, — untouched! Wonderful..but...J.L. 
and I agree to come again tomorrow with 
clippers to clear the path by 8 a.m. 

Thurs. Aug. 7 

A.M. Steady rain! J.L. calls to say weather 
prediction for tommorrow is clear skies. If 
path is to I e cleared in time we’ll have to go 
today rain cr no rain. We don’t want to 
disappoint all those children! 

At 8 a.m. 1 arrive in rain gear with our 
short and long-handled clippers, also kitchen 
pots to hold the blackberries since I expect 
five extra for supper tonight. My main 
regret..we have no machete — everywhere an 
unbelievable tangle! 

Nothing like this since even before the 
Winchester Conservation Commission land 
acquistion in 1966. 

It takes the two of us Vk hours of steady 
clipping to clear from Johnson rd. to the pond. 


We are both weary and J.L. leaves. I take out 
my pots and in the still steady rain collect two 
to three quarts, hardly veering off the soggy 
paths. I try to recollect when I have ever 
before been berrying in the rain and I decide 
this is the first time. 

Rain gear is a complete fiasco as I am wet 
to the skin. Far better to have bought oil skins 
in the first place! That polka dot plastic rain 
hat is a farce! 

Supper — Berries sheer delight — served 
with soured cream. 

FrI. Aug. H 

A.M. Rains! J.L. calls to say Smith Pond 
trip is cancelled and that she’ll notify other 
faithful Winchester Trails Volunteers. I 
swallow hard for the 20 children and the 
Lesley School student teachers. A student 
teacher calls to see whether perhaps I could 
arrange something for them? 

I decide to don my Colonial costume I 
made for Town Day and open the Winchester 
Archival Center at the Sanborn House. I Will 
feature Indian artifacts and the wonderful 
pudding pot forged in the 1730's in John 
Symmes mill and forge on the banks of the 
Aberjona River near the Old Middlesex Canal 
Acqueduct. I also tell how the bog iron was 
extracted from Winchester’s own bogs. I can 
surely weave a good tale around Indians and 
the pudding pot. 

Only room for 15 at best. They can sit on 
the floor. I’ll move the tables so they can see 
the old tools. 

A.M. 9:30 It’s good. Two teachers plod 
over from the Ambrose School with 15 small 
children dressed in oilskins, (how sensible). 

I think I succeed in binding under the spell 
of Indians and the pudding-pot. They ask good 


questions — a good sign. I am rewarded by 
wide eyes and open mouthed wonder. 

A.M. 10:15 Another group — much smaller 
— only eight but with three teachers. I’m 
glad. The Hrst two teachers must have liked 
it. Second group equally happy. Too bad about 
Smith Pond outing, but so good to have these 
little ones start right now to enjoy our won¬ 
derful Archival Center. 

Parkway closing 
studied by board 

At the request of Woburn city officials, 
Winchester’s Board of Selectmen are 
studying the feasibility of closing Horn Pond 
parkway at Pond street. 

Chief of Police Edward F. Bowler told 
selectmen if the parkway was closed 
precautions should be taken to permit police 
access inasmuch as it might become a place 
for groups to congregate. He said he did not 
recommend a barrier at Pond street but 
would prefer one farther back, about 400 feet. 

If substantial in nature and carefully 
located, said the chief, a barrier “should help 
control access by automobile to the Horn 
Pond area and should also be a safety factor 
by reducing the number of vehicles passing 
through the dangerous intersection of Pond 
street.’’

County government 

^No useful purpose’ 


Winchrstpr paid $563.401.9;( in fiscal 
1975 to the operalionH budget of Mid¬ 
dlesex County. That’s 2.29 percent of 
the total budget. 

Hy l.arry Karton 

The three commissioners of Middlesex 
(’ounly recently charged each other with 
deception of the public, jwlitical patronage 
and «)ulright lying. 

Commissioners .John Danehy and Michael 
McLaughlin called for the resignation of S. 
Lester Ralph, also Somerville Mayor, and 
Ralph called for abolition of county govern¬ 
ment. a “cancer” in state government. 

The Letter 

Charges started flying when Ralph, in a 
letter to editors of many county newspapers 
.-.aid that county government was a waste of 
time and was being used to promote “cheap 
politicians.” Re charged Commissioners 
Danehy, of C^ambridge, and McLaughlin, of 
Rillerica, with meeting .secretly behind closed 
doors to make county policy and to hire and 
fire whomever they choose. 

italpli charged that Danehy and 
Mcl.aughlin attempted to fire eight em¬ 
ployees of the county maintenance depart¬ 
ment s«) that their friends and relatives could 
tie hired. 

“Matty capable people have been or are 
I'eing terminated to create positions for 
triends of one or the other of these gentlemen 
new positions are being created to solve 
problems which do not exist,” Ralph says in 
his letter. 

Ralph al.so charged that when a vacancy 
• in the county commission was created in 
.January after Commissioner Paul Tsongas 
was elected to Congress, Commissioner 
iJanehy and Clerk of Courts Edward J. 
.Sullivan met secretly behind closed doors to 
approve the appointment of McLaughlin 
which was “formalized” in public. (By law 
such a vacancy is to be filled by the remaining 
commissioners tind the clerk.) 

“These two are the cheapest, the most 
downright political men in the world,” Ralph 
said during an Interview. 

Danehy, who issued a statement of his own 
this week after Ralph's letter came out, 
ailed Tsongas a “highly .sensitive, articulate 
and intellectually honest public official” who 
dev(»fed himself sincerely to the respon- 
sibllties of county commissioner. 

Danehy says he wanted the regional ad¬ 
visory. board to participate in the process to 
select a new commissioner, but that Ralph 
vetoed the idea “obviously in the hope of 
making a private and personal decision so 
that he would secure absolute control over 
county government.” 

Danehy feels that Mcl.aughlin represents 
the hope for “ substantive and beneficial 
change” and that residents can look forward 
to the “elimination of incompetent and 
politically inspired decision making.” 

They’re Off 

Commissioner McLaughlin, a former 
Rillerica selectman and present State 
Representative who serves as assistant 
majority leader of the Rouse, says “the only 
reason he’s (Ralph) making the,se charges is 
because he’s up for election this November 
(in Somerville) and he knows he’s in serious 
trouble.” 

Danehy, who likes to think of himself as a 
|)rogressive practical and business-oriented 
administrator, feels that Ftalph’s letter “was 
motivated by Ralph’s pique at not being able 
to secure the appointment of either his new 
administrative assistant or a campaign 
contributor from Framingham as the new 
county commissioner, and by Ralph’s con¬ 
cern about regaining the liberal wing support 
lor his bid for re-election next year.” 

Complimenting McLaughlin for his 
“knowledge, integrity and practical ex¬ 
perience in local and stale government,” 
Danehy says, “it i^indeed disappointing that 
Commissioner Ralph Is employing his usual 
tactics of sarcastic remarks, glib statements 
and unsubstantiated sloganeering all aimed 
to accrue political benefit at the expense of 
the citizens’ accurate understanding of 
county affairs. 

“It is di.scouraging when one-third of the 
commission is more concerned with the next 
election than with working toward genuine 
and beneficial change in county ad¬ 
ministration.” 

McLaughlin says that of $95,000 raised by 
Ralph in his 1974 campaign for Attorney 
(leneral, $33,707 came from employees of the 
City of Somerville or Middlesex County. 
“Many of these large contributors have since 
been hired by Ralph and pul on the county 
payroll,” McLaughlin charges. 

Re says that one man, appointed building 
inspector in .Somerville by Ralph for $22,000, 
was one of Ralph’s campaign managers it) 
Somerville. This man’s family contributed 
$2,40(1 to Ralph’s campaign last year, 
McLaughlin says. 

Re cites other instances of Ralph hiring 
people who were contributors. A tirst 
assistant earning $14,500, a former Somer¬ 
ville .School Committee member and member 
of the Board of Aldermen, was a contributor 
to the 1974 Ralph campaign. 

A Ralph appointee as secretary earns 
$12,000. McLaughlin says that others, many of 
whom have worked for the county for years, 
earn only $8,000. The family of this woman 
contributed $300 to the Ralph campaign. 

Another Ralph appointee who earns 
$12,000 contributed $1,375 to the Ralph 
campaign, McLaughlin charges. 

Ralph has charged that both Danehy and 
McLaughlin are partial in their hiring 
techniques to anyone who has contributed to 
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their campaigns. Re says that relatives ol 
many slate .senators and representatives 
have been hired under the direction of 
McLaughlin and Danehy. 

He cites the hiring of the son of former 
county commissioner John Dever and the 
hiring of a Somerville resident he calls “a 
notorious political crony who’s got a no show 
job.” 

McLaughlin says that he has not asked 
that any job be eliminated, and that he has 
even proposed the hiring of an independent 
personnel director to handle all ad 
mlnlslrative hiring for the county. Re .says 
this would eliminate “the political tricks that 
l)ave inflamed under Ralph.” 

“Not one permanent employee has been 
terminated since my election as County 
Commissioner on April 9 and this is a matter 
»if public record,” McLaughlin says. Re says 
that ftalph’s accusations “are an obvious 
attempt to create a political issue to get 
himself re-elected Mayor of Somerville. In 
order to do this, he blatantly lied about me.” 

Ralph rebuts this statement by saying that 
e has never seen any applications for county 
obs come f>efore him. and that resumes are 
rarely seen when people are hired. Re .says 
that Danehy and McUiughlin meet secretly 
and decide who shall he hired 

Danehy. on the other hand, says “that 
many of Mayor Ralph’s directives and ap¬ 
pointments were made either independently 
or on the representation by him of the com 
petence of the appointee and were made most 
frequently without the approval of Cmsr. 
Tsongas.” 

Continues Danehy, “Mr. Ralph achieved 
the elimination of what he calls ’excess 
personnel’ by arbitrarily and capriciously 
terminating employees which has resulted in 
a situation which will potentially cost the 
county taxpayers an unnecessary amount in 
settlements.” 

Danehy says he and McLaughlin want to 
implement a professional personnel 
management system and evaluate the per¬ 
formance of department heads “and if 
necessary .seek the resignation or terminate 
those who either have demonstrated their 
incompetence or who are not prepared to 
implement our policy of performance 
oriented management in county govern 
menl.” 

Danehy charges that Ralph and his 
assistant see professional personnel 
nianagemenl “as a threat to their in¬ 
competent, politically oriented appointees 
and hove apparently developed a conspiracy 
to discredit our efforts and to emote a phony 
atmosphere aimed at gaining p<Jitical ad¬ 
vantage from the old CMC citizenry and 
destroying, via fear, the necessary liaison 
between the commission and department 
heads.” 

County Hospital 

One hot issue is the Middlesex County 
Hospital in Waltham. A recently unveiled 
plan calls for the construction of a 50-bcd unit 
facility on the grounds of the hospital for 
handicapped per.sons with special needs. 

The superintendent of the hospital, Miles 
Mahoney, announced the plans last week 
after meeting with Commissioners Danehy 
and McLaughlin at the board’s regular 
meeting (Ralph had left). 

Ralph, in his letter to editors, says that 
McLaughlin (old him he was waiting for a 
reason to fire Mahoney. McLaughlin denies 
this statement, saying Mahoney has done a 
“competent job and is a good administrator of 
the hospital.” 

Danehy says that he is pleased with the 
sound business practices at the hospital and 
recalls that Ralph had Insisted on hiring a 
professional public administrator to which 
Danehy agreed. 

Rosignutioi) 

Danehy is particularly Irritated by Ralph 
taking credit for a central purchasing system. 
Danehy says he has submitted legislation for 
such a system and worked toward this for 
years. 

“I was able to achieve only a part of the 
program with the creation of the position of 
purchasing director and had to agree to a 
Ralph appointee in order to get that much,” 
he charges. Danehy feels there has been no 
progress toward reducing the costs of goods 
for communities or .schools. 

Both Danehy and McLaughlin this week 
called for Ralph to resign, saying citing his 
“lying to the public and to the press,” in 
McLaughlin’s words, and for “his cheap 
political ploys.” as Danehy describes Ralph’s 
actions. 

McLaughlin told this newspaper that one 
reason he is calling for Italph’s resignation is 
his hiring techniques. “Re’s hired a numbei 
of aldermen in Somerville who supported 
him. he’s hired per diem court officers, 
secretaries, assistants—all of whom were 
actively involved in his campaigns. This musi 
stop” 

In a statement he issued Tuesday 
McLaughlin said. “If he is truly interested in 
making Middle.sex County a model govern¬ 
ment for others to follow , as I am trying to do, 
he should resign his position as County 
Commissioner l)ecuuse he has demeaned the 
integrity of the office.” 

Ralph, on the other hand, told the paper 
that McLaughlin and Danehy have fortned a 
coalition worse than “the courthouse gang” 
which existed prior to his election. Re says 
lhat his hopes of bringing Middlesex County 
government t») its best possible performance 
has apparently ended in failure. 

“ I now reluctantly must take my position 
among (hose who feel lhal county government 
in general, and most particularly Middlesex 
County government, serves no useful pur¬ 
pose; furthermore. I believe lhat it Is a 
cancer in Massachusetts gover'jnent and 
upon the body politic of (his coiniiumwealth ”

It has been 
provet) that where there is fluoride naturally 
in the waters or the fluoride level is optimally 
adjusted to one part per million tooth decay is 
significantly reduced. That reduction in tooth 
decay of 50-60 percent not only benefits the 
citizens of a community financially but also 
alleviates needless pain and suffering. 

The fair and effective fluoridation law 
w'i.sely passed by the Legislature in 1968 
upholds the rights of the voters if opposition to 
fluoridation exists. Upon petition of 10 percent 
of the voters, a referendum must be held to 
allow expression on the issue. The passage of 
.Senate Bill 652 would set Massachusetts back 
20 years and would only jeopardize the health 
of thousands of children. Indeed, it would only 
make the health ol the children of 
Massachusetts become an unfair political 
issue. 

Fluoridation at an optimal level, after 
years of extensive research, has proved to 
have absolutely no harmful effects, but only 
beneficial ones. 1 appeal to your readers tb 
intelligently think of the children of 
Mas.sachusetls and not of the vocal minority 
of people who are spreading their misin¬ 
formation. Take the time to write your.' 
legislators and let them know that the current 
law regarding fluoridation is a fair one and 
that you oppose .Senate Bill 652.

As a pedodontist who emphasizes 
preventive dentistry in his practice, I would 
never make a statement that toothbrushlng 
can be traumtic to children. 

Maintaining good oral hygiene for the 
handicapped patient may be (^ifficult, but at 
the Shriver Center we instruct parents and 
nursing attendants in proper methods of 
positioning the child and keeping his mouth 
open in order to effectively clean his teeth. In 
this way the procedure is accomplished with 
relative ease for both child and parent.* 

I am sure lhat many of your readers may 
have also questioned your headline so I felt it 
necessary to point out that it was in error.

Among the Winchester volunteers who saw 
Revolutionary service was Philemon Wright, 
who in later life was the first settler of what Is 
today Ottawa, the capital city of Canada. 

Philemon's father, Thomas Wright, lived 
in a house long since disappeared, at the 
corner of High and Ridge streets. 

This is known locally as Wright’s Corner. 

After the Revolution was over and his 
father died, Philemon Wright continued to 
live in the old house for some years. 

The grave of his little daughter, Nabby, 
dead in 1792, was long to be seen nearby. 

Philemon became interrested in fur 
trading and went often to visit Canada to 
purchase furs. He saw and coveted the rich 
land along the Ottawa River, which was then 
in the heart of the wilderness. 

He procured a large grant from the 
Canadian government, and in 1800 sold his

farm at Wright’s Corner. With his brother and 
two neighbors named Merrifield, he travelled 
north by sleigh to establish himself on his new 
property. 

Josiah Locke purchased the Wright farm 
and a few years later built the large house 
with brick ends which still stands on High 
street, better known as the Vinccnl-Owen 
House. 

Philemon Wright cleared his land on the 
Ottawa, built a mill to grind his grain (for 
until he did so he and all the settlers along the 
Ottawa had to carry their grain all the way to 
Montreal to be ground) and became a man of 
consequence. 

He made something of a fortune in timber 
and was before his death a member ofthe 
Parliament of Quebec. 

The city of Ottawa stands today as part of 
his original grant, though it was a part he had 
disposed of long before.

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New Lodging House rules 
are adopted by selectmen 


On the recommendation of zoning ad¬ 
ministrator Norman Sherman, the Win¬ 
chester Board of Selectmen adopted the 
following rules and regulations concerning 
lodging houses in Winchester: 

LODGING HOUSES 

These regulations concerning lodging¬ 
rooming houses are promulgated pursuant to 
the provisions of MGLA Chp. 140, Section 22, 
et seq. 

"Lodging" House," as used in these 
regulations, shall mean a house dwelling unit 
where lodgings are let to four or more persons 
not within the second degree of kindred to the 
legal owner of the premises. 

No new lodging house operations are 
permitted within any district of the Town of 
Winchester. Only those legal, non-conforming 
use. operations conducted prior to, and 
continually since, June 28,1974 have standing 
to be licensed. No such operation shall be 
conducted without a proper license from the 
Winchester Board of Selectmen. All such 
operations must be duly licensed by Jan. 1, 
1976 to continue this use. 

Every license for a lodging house shall 
specify the street and number of the building 
where the business is to be carried on and 
describe with particularity the physical 
characteristics of the premises. The license 
shall be for the specified premises only. 

Such licenses shall expire on Dec. 31 of 
each year; but they may be granted during 
December, to take effect on January first 
following. 

The fee for each annual licensure shall be 
$20 and this fee shall accompany each ap¬ 
plication. 

As provided by MGLA Chp. 140, Section 24, 
whoever conducts a lodging house without a 
license shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $100 nor more than $500 or by im¬ 
prisonment for not more than three months, 
or both 

Premises occupied, used or controlled by a 
licensee under these regulations shall be 
subject to the inspection by the licensing 
authorities and their authorized agents, and 
by the police on request from the licensing 
authorities. All licenses granted are con¬ 
ditioned upon this inspectional consent. 

Every person operating a lodging house 
shall keep, or cause to be kept, in permanent 
form, a register in which shall be recorded 
the true name and permanent residence of 
every person occupying the premises, for any 
period of the day or night, in any part of the 
premises controlled by the licensee, together 
with a true and accurate record of the room 
assigned to such person and of the day when 
such room is assigned. The entry of the names 
of the person(s) occupying a room(s) shall be 
made by said person(s) occupying said room. 


Until the entry of such name and the record of 
the room has been made, such person shall 
not be allowed to occupy any room upon the 
licensed premises. Such register shall be 
retained by the holder of the license for a 
period of at least one year after the date of the 
last entry therein, and shall be open to the 
inspection of the licensing authorities, their 
agents and the police. Whoever violates any 
provision of this section shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than $100 nor more than $500 or 
by imprisonment for not more than three 
months, or both (MGLA Chp. 140, Section 27) 

Each licensed premise shall have a 
responsible, resident manager. Such 
manager shall have full responsibility for 
maintaining the premises in compliance with 
all applicable rules and regulations; i.e. 
Zoning Administration, Building Depart¬ 
ment, Board of Health, Fire and Police 
Departments. Such manager shall be 
designated by the owner of the premises as an 
authorized agent to receive service of any 
notice or order. 

Each license shall clearly state the 
maximum number of individuals who may 
occupy the premises at any one time. 
Violation of this provision shall subject the 
license holder to immediate license 
revocation-suspension. 

A license issued under theie regulations 
shall be revoked if at any time the Board of 
Selectmen of Winchester are satisfied the 
licensee is unfit to hold the license. They may 
suspend and make inoperative, for such 
period of time as they may deem proper, the 
licenses mentioned herein for any cause 
deemed satisfactory to them. The revocation 
and suspension shall not be made until after 
investigation and a hearing, or after giving 
the licensee an opportunity to be heard; 
notice of the hearing shall be left at the 
premises of the licensee not less than three 
days before the time therefor. 

Application for renewal of each license 
must be filed with the selectmen’s office by 
November 30, of each year.

program, how 60 percent of the town meeting 
approved having Metco and yet 60 percent of 
the townspeople on referendum disapproved 
it. 

The letter said the town comptroller 
"refuses to allow the School Committee to use 
any money out of its own budget to get the 
Metco program started. Each day that passes 
without assurance of 100 percent funding for 
Winchester makes it more and more difficult 
for the Committee to continue to support this 
program which it has worked so hard to 
implement in the face of considerable local 
opposition." 

It pointed out the need to hire a Metco 
coordinator and teachers and aides. 

It said: "Unless we are able to have im¬ 
mediate assurance of full funding being forth¬ 
coming from the state, our hands are tied as 
we cannot proceed to staff the program and 
still keep our commitment to the town." 

It said: "We need this assurance now or 
we must rethink our decision to bring the 
program to Winchester in September." 

Sen. George Rogers of the Bristol and 
Plymouth District responded: "Any action 
taken by your town anticipating any ad¬ 
ditional money from the Legislature for any 
program would, in my view, be risky." He 
urged Pharo and Fallon to "proceed 
cautiously." 

Senate majority whip Mary L. Fonseca of 
the Second Bristol District said: "The 
Commonwealth is facing very serious 
problems this year and I have made a com¬ 
mitment in my district not to support any 
increase in any tax program." 

Sen. Walter J. Boverini, chairman of the 
committee on education, said since the House 
Ways and Means Committee and Education 
Committee hearing was scheduled for Aug. 6, 
he felt "it would be most difficult for me to 
make any arrangements for the Town of 
Winchester to present any facts before the 
Committee on Ways and Means." He noted 
the Dept, of Education is "a strong supporter 
of the Metco program.” 

Ms. Hewis said: "This totally unorthodox 
procedure is being reviewed by Crew and its 
counsel for possible violations of law, both 
state and federal." 

At the July 28 School Committee meeting, 
on a motion by member Mary Pronski, if the 
state Department of Education and Metco 
does not deliver informtion regarding funding 


by a date selected by Supt. of Schools William 
C. MacDonald, the School Committee will 
meet on that date to consider its previous vote 
and withdraw its pending contract for im¬ 
plementation, the committee voted 3-1. Ms. 
Hewis said the date set by MacDonald was 
Aug. 18.

Section 6 — Amend by 
adding at the end of the section 
the following: No person or 
organization shall own or keep 
any unspayed female dog in 
season when not confined in an 
adequate enclosure* on the 
property or housed in a 
veterinarian hospital or 
registered kennel. It shall by 
the duty of the dog officer to 
apprehend any such dog and to 
impound such dog in a suitable 
place, or to order the owner 
thereof to restrain such dog. 
Any dog so Impounded may be 
reclaimed or disposed of as 
provided In Sections 3 or 4.

Section 7 — Amend by 
adding after the first sentence 
the following sentences: ‘‘June

For Firefighters 

State denies test request 


A request by Winchester selectmen to the 
State Division of Personnel Administration, 
to have an educational qualification and a 
swim test as part of the pre-selection process 
for firefighters in Winchester has been 
denied. 

The denial came from Robert S. Mac- 
dowall, assistant to the administrator for 
planning and research of the executive office 
for administration and finance of the Division 
of Personnel Administration for the state. 

According to Macdowall, the request does 
not meet the validation study requirement 
established with plaintiffs under which the 


examination for firefighters is being held. 

The standards for such validation have 
been established by the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission, said Macdowall.

They have been achieving these goals 
through the federally funded summer youth 
w'ork program which is concluding its 1975 
this week. 

According to Gene Prior, coordinator of 
the program, Winchester youths have been in 
the program during the school year and 
summers since the end of the 1973-74 school 
term. 

There have been two in-school programs, 
meaning working experiences during the 
school year, and two summer programs. 

This summer, participants in the program 
have been working, for the most part, in some 
form of town government. In one instance. 
Jody Stoffregen of 18 Crescent rd., has been 
assisting as receptionist and typist in the 
Winchester Red Cross office. 

To get a feel of what the youths have been 
doing. The Star, accompanied by Prior, 
visited several on the job. 

We first visited Sharon McNulty of 312 
Cross st. who has been busy in the Board of 
Health office. Sharon was in the in-school 
program while classes were in session and at 
that time entered the Board of Health office. 

She applied for the summer program and 
because of her cooperative attitude and 
already gained skills, she was able to remain 
at the office during the summerr, said Prior. 

Her duties were to assist in every way 
possible such as to .answer the telephone, 
issue dump stickers and to become as 
familiar with all of the workings of the 
department. 

Sharon said the trust the Board of Health 
office personnel had in her was the most 
rewarding of the entire experience. The most 
interesting part of her job was completing 


burial permits. 

When she first began her job she said she 
was scared, but now she has gained self- 
confiedence in her own abilities. “This has 
given me a feeling of accomplishment,” she 
said. 

Nancy MacMillan of 10 Farrow st., acting 
as a clerical assistant in the data processing 
office, has learned the card reader and 
printer this summer. In the in-service 
program, in the same department, Nancy 
was already familiar with the key punch 
machines and running the computer. 

An opportunity to earn money and meeting 
new people are the rewards of her experience, 
said Nancy. She has plans to be a doctor. 

Cindy Miller of 8 Harvard st., as an 
assistant in the office of the selectmen, feels 
she has become more responsible. She said 
she can move faster now and she has im¬ 
proved her typing skills. “No more poking for 
me,” she said. 


She hopes to enter a career of interior 
decorating some day. 

In the office of the Water-Sewer Board, 
Doreen Pratt of 312 Cross st. has also learned 
self-confidence. The work of the office and 
meeting new people, she sai(i, are her gains. 

Doreen likes office work and plans make 
use of her experience when she goes into the 
veterinarian field in the future. 

Mrs. Janet Manzie, supervisor, said she 
has been keeping Doreen busy answering 
telephones, filing, recording meter reading 
cards and sending out notices to residents 
whose bills have been estimated recently. 

Mrs. Manzie considers the program to be 
of benefit to both the students and the 
departments who employ them.

The controversial Metco program will not 
begin in Winchester schools September 3, the 
first day of school 

However, it could be instituted 48 hours 
later, but the state will have to come through 
with the funds (an estimated $100,000) to do it. 

The School Committee voted 5 to l Monday 
night to hold off until a firm commitment is 
forthcoming from the State Department of 
Education, whose head man. Commissioner 
Gregory Anrig, urged them in a letter to hold 
the fort, that funding would be forthcoming in 
a few days. The committee took its vote, with 
Mrs. Mary Pronski dissenting, at a meeting in 
their own quarters before they adjourned to 
go to Town Hall for a joint “informational 
update” session with the selectmen. 

At that meeting, selectmen wanted the 
committee members to explain why they 
voted to bring Metco to Winchester, when the 
townspeople voted against by some 62 per 
cent of those who voted. Again, when they had 
voted contrary to the town vote, Mrs. Pronski 
was the lone dissenter. 

Selectman John Sullivan prefaced his 
remarks with the statement that he didn’t 
want to “sandbag” the committee, but was 
adamant in his insistence that they detail 
their stand on the controversy. However, 
Chairman Lawrence Smith just as firmly 
insisted that the agenda as laid out prior to 
the meeting would not allow for any such 
dialogue Monday night, and after an ex¬ 
change of conversation, including the reading 
of Cornmissioner Angrig’s letter by School 
Committee Chairman Richard Pharo, moved 
on to other matters for the joint session, in¬ 
cluding safety in schools and at school 
crossings among other things. 

On the matter of statements of their 
reasons for voting as they did in favoring the 
Metco program, committee members ex¬ 
pressed their willingness to do so, noting that 
they have defended their action on numerous 
occasions and can and will do so agah). 

As a result, the two boards decided at the 
suggestion of Chairman Smith to meet at a 
future date and devote the time entirely to a 
discu.ssion of why the School Committee acted 
as it did. 

Sullivan insisted they owed such an ex¬ 
planation to the townspoople, as it is “being 
discussed in every quarter” of Winchester. 
Selectman William Chapman and Selectman 
Arthur Dunbar concurred. 

Mrs. Pronski had tried repeatedly to have 
a date certain for the cutoff of the program 
entirely, stating that it was unfair to the 
children involved to keep them dangling. 

School board members assured selectmen 
that they would not use town funds to start the 
program, that it would be done only in the 
event of a guarantee of state funding. 

There was an overflow audience in the 
selectmen’s chamber, and at one point, there 
and at the meeting in the School Committee 
room prior to that, there was some applause 
from the observers. But all was orderly, and 
the session with the selectmen as directed by 
Chairman Smith, was quite orderly and 
congenial.

^Sandbagged?^ 

Winchester Town Hall’s Interior: an old building made to look new, or a 
new building made to look aged? You might ask yourself that question as 
you wend your way up the winding, colorfully-carpeted stairway to the 
chamber where the selectmen hold forth. Their room is richly paneled, wall- 
to-wall carpeted; bright, clean, inviting. It’s a pleasant place to be. 

The selectmen, seated in high-back bright orange leather-covered swivel 
chairs, sip coffee poured from their own urn on a long counter top against a 
back wall, and at their places are attractive dishes filled with candy to 
sweeten their night’s ordeal. 

Their table is a long, thick, wood-grain piece of furniture, shaped like a 
T. At the cross at the top of the T sits Chairman Lawrence Smith and his 
aides, including a secretary. 

The selectmen are having an unusual meeting on this particular hot 
August night. They are in joint session with the Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee. All are seated around the big table. The chamber is full of spec¬ 
tators, using makeshift seats around the walls, a few sprawling Indian-style 
on the immaculate carpet. Interested parties (women voters?, Metco 
representatives?, concerned citizens, some taking notes on clipboarded 
yellow sheets.) Others are standing, shifting from one foot to the other to 
relieve the tedium and physical strain. 

Selectman John Sullivan, dapper in a neat brown suit, is saying in a tenor 
voice, “We don’t mean to sandbag you. Don’t get the wrong idea, but.. .’’ He 
wants to know why the members of the school committee (at least five of 
them) voted the way they did why they voted to bring the Metco program 
to Winchester when 62 percent of the voters said no, they didn’t want it in 
Winchester. Theirs was a “sense of the town” vote and in no way binding on 
the committee. 

The chorus to Sullivan’s insistence for an explanation grows. First 
Selectman William Chapman, referring to the philosophy and the decision 
of the school committee says it is something they alone have to answer to 
and “square” with themselves and the public. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar sips coffee, puffs a cigarette, agrees with 
(Jhapman and Sullivan. He and Sullivan are usually at odds, but on the 
Metco vote situation they are as one. Dunbar has been openly against 
bringing Metco to Winchester. Sullivan made a vague reference to his at¬ 
titude about it, generally being in favor with some reservations of the 
program that would bring 45 young black kids - first and second graders to 
the bright and beautiful suburb of Winchester. 

The only mention of the youngsters themselves, and it could be because 
that had ail been hashed over before, was that they shouldn’t be left 
“dangling.” This concern was voiced by Mrs. Mary Pronskl, who has been 
the lone dissenter, the only voice on the school committee to vote against the 
program, and who was adamant in her insistence that the committee should 
vote to cut off the Metco program entirely by a date certain (August 18, the 
day of the meeting) because state funding had not been provided and hence 
in some mysterious way, hurt the children. 

Her concern was that a delay would only show “a total disregard of 
quality education.” 

Chairman Smith, patient, cautious, diplomatic, handling his meeting 
with a firm hand, suggested that rather than discuss the School Com¬ 
mittee’s philosophy, that they meet again at a later day, devote the entire 
session to a discussion of Metco alone and the school board members’ 
rationale for opening the Winchester door to Boston’s black kids. He cut off 
further discussion of the question and went on to other matters, including 
safety at the schools. 

When the meeting ended, no one could be any closer to knowing if the 
ghetto kids would be coming up out of the grim, grey, dismal environs of 
Roxbury, Mattapan, Dorchester to the other-world-WInchester. 

But at least you’ve got to give the School Committee high marks for 
trying.

Focus on Metco 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In regard to the current controversy over 
Metco I would like to make my personal 
position clear. I oppose the program because 
1 feel strongly that it will not be worth what it 
will cost; and that, therefore, it will do more 
harm than good. Large sums of money will 
become necessary to fund the program: 
money is tight these days, and I feel that 
whatever funds there are available should be 
focused directly upon the education of the 
children involved and not upon transporting 
them to distant school systems for 
sociological benefits that may not exist, or the 
value of which may be doubtful, at best, if 
they actually do exist. 

However, in spite of my personal op¬ 
position to the program, I wish to rise to the 
defense of the current vice-chairman of the 
School Committee, who seems to be 
somewhat "on the spot" these days in regard 
to certain letters, etc. Whatever happened in 
that connection, I feel certain that she is fully 
as sincere in her opinion favoring the 
program as 1 may be in opposing it. 

Therefore, nothing she may have done so 
far (or that any other member of the School 
Committee may have done so far, for that 
matter) should be construed, in my opinion, 
as anything other than a sincere expression of 
the conscience of the individual concerned. 

In conclusion, let me express the hope that 
this matter may yet be solved on its merits, 
pro or con, rather than by casting aspersions 
on the motives of anyone concerned.

Sock it to ‘em 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I think most people’s bird-feeders are put 
away for the summer, but we still have one 
that is being kept quite busy, even in this hot 
dog-day weather. 

We have a short sleeve of open-mesh 
nylon, something like mosquito netting, made 
for us by Mrs. Jenny Monson of Perkins road. 
It is about ten inches long and about the girth 
of a man’s sock, open at the top and tied into a 
tight pucker at the bottom. 

This I fill up with black "Niger" thistle 
seeds to about the size of a tennis ball and 
then hang suspended from a wire stretched 
iicross our bedroom window. 

All spring and summer long we have had a 
pair or more of bright yellow gold finches, a 
single male purple finch, and a number of 
active little robber type black and white 
chicadees. These land upside down on the ball 
of seed at the bottom of the sock, grab a single 
seed out through the pores of the mesh, and 
then fly back into the shrubbery to devour 
their stolen booty. As soon as one has finished, 
his mate (or another chicadee - I cannot tell 
them apart) takes his place, and between 
them they manage to keep the ball swinging 
like a pendulum most of the day. 

The seeds that they sometimes fumble and 
drop, fall to the ground and are eaten there by 
ground feeding birds like mourning doves, 
cardinals, etc. 

We had a cardinal’s nest in our hemlocks, 
but I think they abandoned it for some reason 
before their eggs were laid. Why. I do not 
know. 

We had the usual sparrow’s nests in the old 
bluebird houses, a robin’s nest that, too, was 
abandoned, and a wren family that looked 
over all four of our wren houses, in and out for 
several days, then went away for a week, only 
to come back and rent one of the houses for 
the summer after all. They finished raising 
their little brood, and one day when we were 
away they just packed up their belongings 
and left us flat, no farewell, no nothing! 

I hope they will be back next year. (Oh, I 
forgot to mention a cat-bird’s nest out in the 
garden). 

So that’s about all I have had time for. this 
summer.

A special summer program in vocational 
training got its trial run this year at Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School. 

Developed by Superintendent-Director 
John Connolly, the six-weeks program had its 
origin among the members of the District 
School Committee anxious to put the school’s 
facilities to practical year-round use. 

Initially intended fur high school 
graduates only, the classes sparked such 
interest among undergraduates- that the 
minimum age was low-ered to accommodate 
high school students as well. And. enthusiasm 
for vocational education, even during the 
sultry summer months, proved not to be 
restricted to the young as the 48 enrollees 
ranged in age from 15 to 44 years. 

The fast paced classes lasted six hours a 
day, with a half hour out for lunch, featuring 
some theoretical work but the bulk of 
students’ time was centered on vocational 
education’s special brand of "hands-on" 
practical training.

hard you can work; all that remains now is 
for you to use the next six weeks to develop a 
skill." 

And work they did for six weeks, gleaning 
from every minute of classroom and shop 
instruction the most they could as demon¬ 
strated by the barage of questions each of the 
instructors faced at the conclusion of each 
lesson. Courses were offered in machine shop, 
automotive technology, auto body repair and 
electronic accounting. 

Supt. Connolly congratulated the students 
on the maturity of their decision to seek post- 
high school training. He also exhorted them to 
use every minute of their education to the 
fullest, noting that while the average high 
school vocational student receives 2,1M hours 
of shop instruction, a summer school student 
is limited to 180 hours. 

At the conclusion of the program in 
August, Supt. Connolly once again called the 
students together, this time to explain the 
school’s job placement program. He urged 
them to take the jobs offered and to refine 
their newly developed skills. "You have 
something now," he said,’ "but you still need 
the practical experience that only a real job 
can give you." 

Their success In finding and keeping 
employment will be recorded, the superin¬ 
tendent reminded them, to be used as a basis 
in deciding the future of the summer 
program. 

"If it turns out that we have prepared you 
well for the job market," Connolly asserted, 
"this .summer program could become a 
regular part of our schedule. We have high 
hopes that this will happen because it seems 
to us that the kind of opportunity we provide 
here are in every greater demand. Every 
year at least four times as many students 
apply to Northeast as we can accommodate. 
As the demand for highly skilled workers 
climbs, more and more people will surely see 
vocational education as an idea whose time 
has come."

Vocational training test 
is successful experiment

The following is the letter sent to the 
Winchester School Committee by State 
Education Commissioner Gregory Anrig, 
explaining the status of Metco funds as of 
August 18, the date schools Superin¬ 
tendent William C. MacDonald had set as 
the cutoff date for implementation of the 
program: 

Dear Dr. Pharo: 

I regret to inform you that I cannot yet 
assure you that an appropriation level 
sufficient to fund the Winchester Metco 
proposal will be available for fiscal year 
1976. We have however, set in motion two 
procedures, either of which would 
provide an advanced allotment of 
$6,385,000. This level would allow the 
Board of Education to assure all cities 
and towns which have submitted 
proposals the full amount of their 
request. 

The first procedure is a “critical 
needs" letter which has been signed by 
Secretary of Educational Affairs, Paul 
Parks, and is awaiting signature by 
Secretary of Administration and 
Finance, John Buckley. We are hopeful 
that Secretary Buckley will approve the 
critical needs request tomorrow; it will 
then be forwarded to the House and - 
Senate Ways and Means Committees for 
their approval. I cannot guarantee that 
all the necessary approvals will be ob¬ 
tained, but it is my judgement that the 
level of support for the Metco program is 
high and that there is a very good chance 
that the critical needs request will be 
approved. 

The second procedure involves the 
second interim budget which is currently 
before a conference committee. It ap¬ 
pears that this budget will be passed 
tomorrow or the next day. Included in the 
Senate version of the budget is a 
provision that would remove the allot¬ 
ment restrictions set forth elsewhere in 
the bill from the Metco account, thus 
making $6,385,000 available im¬ 
mediately. Again, this level would allow 
the Board of Education to assure Win¬ 
chester of full funding for the Metco 
proposal. 

In conclusion, I urge the school 
committee to delay its decision on the 
Metco program until later this week. I 
am very hopeful that within a day or two 
we can assure you of full funding, and 
would like very much to w'elcome Win¬ 
chester to the Metco program.

Mrs. Pronski’s 
statement 

The following statement was sub¬ 
mitted to The Star by Mrs, Mary G. 
. PronskI of the school committee, who has 
been the lone dissenter in the Metco 
program, voting by the board. It is 
reproduced in full; 

This morning, Aug. 18, at ap¬ 
proximately 9 a.m., I received a hand 
delivered memo at my home from Mrs. 
Fallon, dated August 15, stating that she 
has been in communication with Com¬ 
missioner Anrig In regard to certain 
possibilities concerning funds for the 
Metco program. 

It is still my opinion, that there is no 
commitment of funds for the program in 
Winchester. 

In Mrs. Fallons memo she makes 
reference to expected actions which may 
be taken by the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee, today, August 18. 

Even if these actions are voted in the 
affirmative, under the law, any such 
votes are purely advisory to the 
Massachusetts State Legislature. 

Actual monies then, in fact, have not 
yet been appropriated for the METCO 
program. 

In my opinion, the School Committee 
cannot divorce itself from the feelings of 
the town, for whatever reason. We have 
assured our citizens that state funds will 
be available and that quality education 
will be maintained. 

It is a major concern of mine that if, in 
fact, the Winchester School Committee 
chooses to implement the METCO 
program after the commencement of the 
school year, that choice will be subject to 
interpretation as a total disregard for 
quality education, which I believe should 
be the primary objective of this com¬ 
mittee. 

The time is now to settle the issue and 
let the School Committee get on with the 
business of educating Winchester 
children. In my judgement, the 
prolonged debate has interferred with 
our productivity.

Mrs. Fallon’s 
statement 

The following contains a portion of 
Catherine Fallon’s presentation. to 
selectmen at a joint meeting between 
them and the School Committee Monday , 
night concerning Metco: 

The purpose for including a discussion 
of Metco in this joint meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen and the School 
Committee is three fold; to lay to rest 
some unfounded rumors, to clarify and 
reaffirm the circumstances under which 
a Metco program can come to Win¬ 
chester, and to describe School Com¬ 
mittee efforts to determine if and when 
full funding assurance can be attained. 

First, there is a problem regarding 
the upfront funding of the Metco 
program. By upfront funding, I mean 
where does the money come from to pay 
for the services and salaries of new 
teachers, aides and a coordinator for the 
first month or two until the first payment 
is received from Metco in October. 

Some townspeople were spreading a 
rumor that monies from a special 
emergency escrow account established 
in June were going to be used to start up 
the porgram. This is untrue. Neither this 
nor any other town monies have been or 
will be considered as a source of funds for 
the Metco program. 

Preliminary efforts were made to 
determine if the money might be loaned 
from Metco to a private Charitable Trust 
Fund to meet upfront funding needs. This 
idea later proved to be filled with legal 
complexities and has essentially been 
abandoned. 

We have decided that the burden of 
upfront funding must be borne by the new 
people themselves. Language has been 
written into proposed contracts which 
have been okayed by the town counsel 
that insures that payment to these in¬ 
dividuals will be made contingent upon 


receipt by the Town of WIncheter of funds 
from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts under the provisions of 
Chapter 76 Section 12 A as amended. 

In essence those individuals whom we 
may hire, following state assurance of 
full funding will be risking or donating 
Iheir first months’ pay, by accepting 
delayed payment. 

The chairman and vice-chairman of 
the School Committee wrote letters to a 
number of governmental representatives 
to inform them of the urgency of the need 
to release Metco monies immediately if 
we were to adhere to a schedule which 
called for starting the program early in 
September. 

These letters have been criticized as a 
totally unorthodox procedure, but in 
reality were absolutely vital and 
necessary if we were to carry Out 
properly a policy decision made by a 
majority of the school committee to 
implement the Metco program this fall. 

The letters represented our best effort 
to persuade the legislature that it must 
stand by its commitment to fully fund the 
Metco program and to do so as promptly 
as possible. Not to have explored all 
possible means of releasing the funds 
would have been a der^jllction of duty and 
would have indicated a less than total 
commitment on the part of the com¬ 
mittee to carry out its policies and 
responsibilities in a proper fashion. 

Other inquiries hae been made In the 
past two weeks to determine exactly 
what the chances are of getting the Metco 
funds through the legislature. The replies 
we have received so far vary from 
cautious pessimism from certain 
legislators to enthusiastic optimism from 
Commissioner Anrig of the State 
Department of Education, and also from 
the Bureau of Equal Educational 
Opportunity and the State Board of 
Education. 

Finally, from November of 1974 
through March of this year a com¬ 
mitment was made to the town that no 
Winchester dollars would be spent on the 
program. The program was presented to 
the Town on the basis of full state fun¬ 
ding. We will abide by that commitment. 

The funds have to be allocated by the 
proper stale authorities before we 


commence or continue the program. 
Metco won’t come to Winchester in 
September or any other time if the funds 
are not forthcoming. 

We reiterate that this commitment 
comes before any social or philosophical 
beliefs or any personal endor.sement of 
the program by Individual school com¬ 
mittee members. I don’t know how we 


can make it any cleraer, but just for the 
record, once again, our support of Metco 
is predicated on 100 percent state fun¬ 
ding. 

We av/alt word from the State 
Department of Education and the 
legislature before making a final 
determination of the future of Metco In 
Winchester.

Selectmen oppose 
assessment bill 

The Massachusetts Select¬ 
men’s Association Monday 
expressed opposition to a 
proposal to allow assessing by 
various methods in cities and 
towns. The testimony was 
delivered in written form to the 
members of the House Com¬ 
mittee on Ways and Means 
(luring a hearing Monday night 
in Gardner Autlitoriuni at the 
Stale House. 

In opposing the legislation, 
the Selectmen urged the 
Legislature not to become 
involved in ‘‘the Boston 
Political Arena” by passing 
House Bill 5398. “The state 
constitution,” according to the 
MSA.” is clear in requiring 
that all cities and towns value 
at full and fair value so as to 
insure equity for all tax¬ 
payers.” 

the letter to the committee 
further noted that the Supreme 
Judicial Court, in the Sudbury 
(’ase, commented about Boston 
by stating “the process (in 
Boston) has lost contact with 
reality.” 

The organization, which 
represents selectmen from 
most of the 312 Bay State 
towns, urged the committee to 
defeat the legislation and 
thereby insure equitable 
assessing practice throughout 
the state’s 351 cities and towns. 

The hill would allow 
assessors to choose one or a 
combination (if the three major 
forms of a.ssessing proerty 
value: comparison of sales 
price, capitalization of income 
and replacement cost less 
depreciation. 

This, according to the 
Selectmen, would weaken the 
responsibility assigned to the 
State Tax Commission by 
allowing the Appellate Tax 
Board to get involved in the 
administrative area.

Syinnies Hospital 
noted nationally 

A brief article in the Boston Globe about 
Symmes Hospital’s employee meat purchase 
plan caught the eye of National Observer 
columnist Daniel Henningcr who flew up from 
Washington to find out about the program 
first liand. 

Now in operation nine months, the in¬ 
novative effort allows hospital employees to 
purchu.se meal monthly at wholesale prices. 
'I’lic plan is a cooperative effort of many 
departments in the hospital and is staffed by 
volunteers. / 

The Henningcr column detailing the plan 
was met with great enthusiasm by Symmes’ 
employees, a number of whom were quoted 
and mentioned by name. 

The column appeared with an Arlington 
dale line. In it Henningcr noted that there’s no 
escape from “the high cost of meat. That is, 
unless you are fortunate enough to'work for 
Symmes Hospital here in suburban Boston.’’

(MCAD): 

“The Commission Against 
Discrimination has had several 
requests recently concerning 
an employer’s obligations vis- 
a-vis employees of the Jewish 
faith and those policies and 
restrictions of the Arab nations 
in doing business with local 
companies and concerns. 

“H has come to the at¬ 
tention of the commission that, 
as a result of the Arab policies, 
certain American firms doing 
business in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts which em¬ 
ploys members of the Jewish 
faith in management and other 
visible positions have taken 
action with respect to those 
employees or prospective 
employees which violates the 
anti-discrimination laws of the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

“Any employer who as a 
direct or indirect result of the 
Arab boycott discharges or 
refuses to hire Jews, or 
discriminates against Jews in 
compensation or in the terms, 
conditions or privileges of their 
employment violates General 
Laws Chapter 151B. It is an 
unlawful practice for an em¬ 
ployer to exclude a member of 
the Jewish faith from certain 
jobs, projects or assignments 
because of that employee’s 
religious creed or national 
origin whether such a policy of 
discrimination is one of the 
employer’s own making or one 
imposed upon it by a concern

Selectmen on public safety:— 


Combinedpolice^ fire department? Not now! 


Lawrence T. Smith, chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, this week denied selectmen 
have undisclosed plans to combine the fire 
and police departments into one to be called 
the Department of Public Safety. 

Smith acknowledged there was discussion 
in June as to this possibility, but after talking 
and looking into the matter they decided 
against it “at the present time.” 

Selectman John J. Sullivan said: “That 
matter has been put to rest.” 

According to Smith, there is a possibility 
selectmen will recommend combining 
“certain clerical responsibilities,” such as 
having one person process both payrolls. 

But the primary reason the idea was 
shelved “is because state statute does not 
permit us to bargain with the fire and police 
departments collectively.” 

Revenue-sharing 


Looking at Arlington, a community which 
in recent months did combine fire and police 
into a Dept, of Public Safety, Smith said “they 
had some significant problems in adjusting to 
the changeover.” 

Winchester may some day need to take 
this action, said Smith. “We do not reject the 
concept.” In matters of “common problems 
such as ambulance aid,” it is a good idea, he 
noted. 

Smith also denied that fire chief designee 
Capt. Robert W. McElhinney of the Win¬ 
chester Fire Department will stand in tem¬ 
porarily until a future time when another 
head a Department of Public Safety can be 
named. 

Smith said: “I know there are hurt 
feelings,” referring to stories said to be 
circulating around Winchester concerning 
McElhinney’s recent appointment. 


Town will ask HUD to include 
senior citizen center in funds 


Following a public hearing Monday and on 
the advice of selectmen, town engineer John 
Ciarcia and John Brown, Planning Board 
consultant, will contact the U. S. Dept, of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) to 
see if a block grant request for certain 
community improvements in Winchester 
might be amended to include a senior citizen 
center. 

According to Brown, about two weeks ago, 
the town was informed by HUD of their 
having funds from a revenue-sharing 
program earmarked for programs of public 
works, elderly needs, recreation and certain 
other categories. 

Brown said the program is designed to 
assist communities in housing and com¬ 
munity programs. 

Becauseof a Sept. 15 deadline to apply for 
the funds, not to exceed $100,000 for any one 
project with a total amount at $225,000, Brown 
and Ciarcia sat down and completed the 
application form listing projects they con¬ 
sidered to be important, broken down as 
follows: 

1. $25,000 for curb cuts at intersections for 
the use of persons traveling in wheelchairs 
and the elderly; 

2. $80,000 for improvements to Lockeland 
Park, including tennis courts, basketball 
court, fencing, grading, learning, seeding and 
drainage. 

3. $100,000 for a Cambridge street sewer 
outfall. 

4. $10,000 for planning and management 
development. 

5. $10,000 for administration. 

Just because the money is available is no 
sign it will come, noted Brown. “If you submit 
a request for three or four, you might get one 
or two,” he said. Further, he intimated by 
establishing interest with HUD, chances for 
funds next year may be better. 

Brown pointed out that if funds for any of 
the programs are received, they must be used 
ior the program specified on the application. 

He assured selectmen that having an 
application approved does not “lock-in” the 
town. Nothing becomes final until the date the 
contract is signed. 

Dr. Robert Norberg of the Winchester 


Council on Aging and town meeting member 
Justin M. James Jr. inquired about priorities 
on such a grant request. 

Norberg asked “how a grand proposal like 
this comes about.” 

He reiterated some of the problems the 
Council on Aging has been through during the 
past year in their attempts to get funding for a 
senior citizen center. The center was ap¬ 
proved by Town Meeting and planned to be 
built on the Skillings Path site, only to result 
in a change in state government and a loss of 
funding which was to have come through the 
Dept, of Community Affairs. 

“We are still left with a growing seniors 
program and no funding,” said Norberg. He 
described their room at Lincoln School as 
inadequate to meet the needs of the many 
elderly who visit there. 

He asked if a senior center might be in¬ 
cluded in the HUD request. 

James, who said sewer programs should 
be first, considers a pool at Leonard Beach as 
next priority. The youngsters who use 
Leonard Beach need a clean place to swim, 
said James. 

Brown explained the particular grant in 
question is not for larger community 
programs such as those serving the overall 
populace but rather for a neighborhood. 

He gave as an example a small fire station 
for a neighborhood where there is high fire 
risk rather than a new fire station for the 
entire town. 

He also said that if funding for a social 
services program, such as one for low cost 
housing, has been turned down from any 
other source, this would be eligible. 

He stipulated, however, there is a limit of 
$100,000 for any one project. 

Norberg said the estimate for the senior 
citizen center is $250,000. 

On the suggestion of selectmen chairman 
Lawrence T. Smith, the men will check with 
HUD and “see if there is any flexibility” and 
if the original application might be amended. 

The public hearing will continue next 
Tuesday in the selectmen’s office.

“This always happens when you make a 
difficult decision,” said Smith. “Our decision 
was unanimous. There was one ballot,” he 
said adding that selectmen took no votes prior ' 
to choosing the five finalists of the 12 can¬ 
didates for fire chief. 

Smith said their selection was “based on 
achievement” and the overall “future of the 
town.” 

Monday night Chief Engineer I. Francis 
Amico and McElhinney appeared before 
selectmen to discuss transition of the fire 
chief post. 

Smith asked Amico why “chief engineer” 
was not included in McElhinney’s title. 

“The reason for the title chief engineer 
goes way back.” He explained that in 1912 and 
later “engineers operated engines,” thus the 
title which was included in the town’s laws 
“which haven’t been changed.” 

“Now with the changing of our type of 
government,” said Amico, “this chapter, 1 
believe, will be deleted.” The new law will 
designate “Chief of the Fire Department,” 
said the retiring chief. 

Selectmen commented that this change 
would make Amico the last “chief engineer” 
with the Winchester Fire Department. 

Sullivan asked if the title brought forth 
prestige. 

Smiling, Amico said the title “sounds like 
a person has two or three degrees. This is not 


Amico, who has been spending the past 
two weeks helping McElhinney become more 
with his responsibilities, will of¬ 
ficially turn over the department to his 
successor at 4:30 p.m. Sunday in a ceremony 
at the Town Hall. 

The families of both chiefs and friends will 
be present. According to Smith, the party 
may continue at the Fire Department. 

At Monday’s meeting, Amico received 
praise and thanks of selectmen for his ser¬ 
vice, 

Sullivan complimented Amico in the 
“tremendous capabilities” shown by his 11 
officers who were fire chief candidates. 

“You leave a helluva fine group of officers 
and men,” said Sullivan. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar pointed to 
happenings under Amico’s regime: the 
opening of the West Side Fire Station and 
acquisition of “the finest equipment in the 
state.” Dunbar said McElhinney “will do a 
good job because he was brought up under 
you.” 

William C. Chapman offered thanks for 
Amico’s “dedication and devotion” and 
thanked Amico for “your family, a great part 
of this.” 

In response, Amico said he “couldn’t have 
done it without my men. They made it all 
possible.” 


■ An ever-worsening state financial crisis 
dealt the killing blow to the Metco program in 
Winchester, when the School Committee 
voted 4—2 Monday night to scrap it for the 
1975—76 school year. 

Even as the final curtain was descending 
on the long, agonizing drama, two members 
of the committee pleaded with their 
colleagues for reprieve -- to “hang in there” 
for just a little while. 

But their supplicatons fell on deaf ears, 
especially after the board heard a description 
of fiscal failings in the Commonwealth from 
State Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh, who held 
almost no hope that state funding would come 
in time to implement Metco in what radio 
newscasters are fond of calling “that lovely 
bedroom town of Winchester.” 

Members Cathy Fallon and Robert Frank, 
were hopeful that other communities in the 
Metco program would cut down their funding 
needs to allow new towns to join the program, 
towns such as Winchester, Beverly and 
Randolph. 

They told their colleagues they felt that it 
was not too much to ask, and it could do no 
harm at this late date, to hold off for another 
few weeks, which would also put them within 
the final cutoff date set at the Monday night 
meeting by schools Supterintendent William 
C. MacDonald. Actually, he had given two 
dates. Sept. 29 and Oct. 6, which he said would 
provide the minimum time needed to get the 
program started here. 

The motion that guillotined Metco came 
from a surprise source — Stephen Parkhurst, 
former chairman who had consistently 
supported the Metco idea from its inception 
lost November. However, he said he felt it 
had been given a fair chance and that the 
funding would not be forthcoming from the 
state. His motion called for rescinding the 
program for Winchester for 1975-76. 

“I’m very sorry,” he said, “but 1 see no 
hope. We can’t drag it on any longer.” 

Just before that, Mr. Saltmarsh told the 
meeting, (almost as crowded as the session a 
week earlier when the board voted to delay 
implementation of the program pending 
definite state funding), that he had talked 
with state eduction officials Parks and Anrig 
and they saw little hope of funding even under 
'critical needs’ conditions. 

“I think you are going to have to wait to 
see what is going to come out of the 


Legislature,” he said, “and that doesn’t hold 
much promise. It is going to be a long pull.” 

Earlier, Chairman Richard Pharo read a 
letter from Parks and told the meeting there 
was no indication from the state about when 
the funding would come. The Winchester 
School Committee had made a commitment 
to the town not to spend any town funds until 


Suite '^signals^ 

The state late Tuesday confirmed 
prior fears of budget cutting and 
elimination of some participation in the 
Metco program, when it sent out as a 
“signal” to- local school committees. 
However, even though the Massachusetts 
Board of Education put the Metco 
program on an austerity footing, it still 
had not received the final budget figure. 
It hud asked for $6.2 million but the 
amount was cut to $.5.4 million by 
Education Affairs Sec. Paul Parks and 
(iov. Dukakis. This information entered 
Into the Winchester School Committee’s 
deliberations Monday. 


they received absolute assurance from the 
Commonwealth that it would provide the 
necessary $100,000. 

Voting in favor of Parkhurst’s motion to 
rescind their commitment to Metco were 
Chairman Pharo, Mary Pronski (who had 
been against Metco from the start), and Jack 
Noble. 

Mrs. Fallon, committee vice chairman, 
and Frank, stuck to their guns to the last. 
Frank said later that at least his colleagues 
were still in favor of the concept of Metco. 

The committee’s chamber was not unlike a 
television news studio at times.

Board assigns 
area for new 
refuse facility 

The Board of Health voted to assign the 
present Winchester incinerator area for a 
new refuse disposal facility. 

It is expected this facility will be a transfer 
station. 

The Board of Health’s action followed a 
public hearing Aug. 18. required by Chapter 
111, Section 150A of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts. 

No one from the public attended the 
meeting. 

According to Vartkes Karaian of the Solid 
Waste Disposal Committee, the Board did not 
specify “transfer station” in the wording of 
their motion in the event the town, before 
finalizing its plans for the transfer station, 
includes something like recycling into the 
total program. 

Recently, Karaian and Albert H. 
Mooradian, also of the Solid Waste group, 
reported the need for three additional test 
borings, to be done by C. E. Maguire Inc., 
design engineers from Providence, R. I. 
Earlier borings were done free by a private 
concern. 

On the recommendation of the Solid Waste 
Disposal Committee and the endorsement of 
the Board of Selectmen, the Permanent 
Building Committee is expected to ask the 
Finance Committee to earmark $3,500 from 
reserve funds to pay for the additional 
borings. 

Mooradian said the borings are needed to 
be sure the transfer station is on a firm 
foundation. If all goes as presently planned, 
April is the target date for completion.

^Pluck the day^ 

They could have hung in there. 

The four members of the School Committee who voted Monday night to 
scrap the Metco program for Winchester’s 1975- 76 school year, could have 
heeded the pleas of two of their colleagues and waited for a couple of weeks 
before delivering the coup de grace. 

But they chose not to for various reasons —mostly because they were 
tiring of it all and wanted, they said, to get on to other concerns. 

As a result of their action, it is a certainty now that the Metco program 
will not come to Winchester this year. Forty five black kids won’t be at¬ 
tending first and second grades in this town, which a radio newscaster 
decribed as a “lovely bedroom town,” Tuesday morning as he recounted the 
action of the night before. 

The kids Instead will be thrust Into the explosive scene in Boston and 
confront a continuing traumatic situation in which they are innocent vic¬ 
tims. 

But even aside from all that, they will not be gaining the experience that 
might have been theirs if Metco had made it to Winchester, “Number one 
community in the state”. 

It has been the experience of other communities in which the Metco 
program works for Instance, Lexington that it has been enriching both 
for the youngsters who live in the town and for the black students from the 
grey, grimly depressing environs of Roxbury, Mattapan and Dorchester. 

A black student whose name comes immediately to mind is Ron Lee of 
Roxbury, who made his mark as a basketball star at Lexington High, and in 
fact led that team to the state title two years in a row. He went on to star at 
the University of Oregon. Opportunities were opened to him in Lexington 
that might not otherwise have come about. Metco was a passport to better 
education, better opportunity for him and his contemporaries. 

But even though Ron Lee is exceptional in that athletic context, there 
may well be other black kids who are outstanding in other ways. They are 
exposed to a better chance here, to more opportunity to grasp that ever- 
eluslve brass ring as members of the Metco program. 

In Lexington’s experience, it was not at all uncommon to hear black 
youngsters expressing their disappointment on inclement weather days, 
days on which school classes had to be cancelled. They had been heard to 
say that it mattered not one bit to them - in fact they relished the idea—of 
getting up fa^’ before dawn to make sure they didn’t miss the bus out of their 
living hell, the bus that would carry them into the warm brilliance of a 
friendly, clean town and where they could find true expression of their 
humanity. 

For them every day is a day to be plucked, to be cherished and enriched 
away from Boston. 

At the risk of being accused of beating a dead horse, we take this oc¬ 
casion to regret the action of the Winchester School Committee in wiping out 
the Metco program for this year. 

But we take solace in the fact that they - or at least the majority - still 
believe in the concept of the program. 

In that case, we hope that Mrs. Cathy Fallon, the vice chairman, and her 
colleague, Robert Franl^, who fought to the last, will find inspiration from 
their noble efforts to come back again, to try next year. 

Let it not be misunderstood here that aspersions of any kind are cast at 
the committee, for we are sure all acted in good conscience. Metco is 
perhaps more victim of the financial dilemma that confronts all of us these 
days, private persons and state alike, more than anything else. 

There is yet time: “carpediem, quam minimum credula postero.”

Patchwork Quill 


Reaction to rating of town 
as No. 1: some are amused

The featuring of Winchester in an August 
Lssueof “Ladies Home Journal’’ as a leading 
community in the nation and number one in 
the state seems to have overly-impressed 
some residents while others find it all 
somewhat amusing. 

This week, selectmen received a com¬ 
munication from Planning Board Chairman 
Michael Boodakian suggesting “signs on 
approaches to Winchester be altered to read 
Welcome to Winchester No. 1 Community in 
the State.’’ 

Boodakian said the Planning Board was in 
agreement with his recommendation and 
considers the merits of the Journal’s survey 
to he irrevelent. 

The Journal claims to have had 99 experts 
on the case of picking the final of the best. 

In seeking a best community, we un¬ 
derstand the Joiftnal asked the question: 
“Arc there any suburbs left where physical 
attractiveness, community pride, easy 
transportation, good schools, favorable taxes, 
racial harmony and an exciting, rewarding 
community life — plus a low crime rate — 
really make life worth living? 

The question itself brings up additional 
(luestions of a society’s values and those of an 
individual. 

What does moke life worth living? To one 
it may be acquiring material possessions. To 
another it may be good health. 

It is certainly true that Winchester with its 
affluence and community pride is attractive. 

One need only attend one School .(Tom- 
miltce meeting and visit one of the niany 
schools just for n day to witness good schools, 
.skilled educators and attempts to make 
things better. 

Winchester’s public transportation is good 
when going to Boston and Woburn, but to 
other points a car is necessary. 

A look at the town’s summer playground 
activities, school and resident-funded sports 
activities, private and paternal clubs, boating 
on Mystic Lakes, continuing theatre, along 
with discarded beer bottles, vandalism, and 
reports on the daily police journal tell a story 
of excitement. 

And all of this costs money. Payment is 
made by individual participants who pay dues 
or fees, victims who have to pick up the 
pieces, or the general taxpaying population. 

Favorable taxes? What is favorable? 

It was apparent through a long tedious 
annual town meeting that town meeting 
members were not happy with the ta.x 
situation. They played the penurious role to 
the hilt. 

Racial harmony? What exactly is that? 

Is it a “Six Weeks Adventure” program? 

Is it “A Better Chance’’ hou.se on Uix 
street? 

Is it inviting a man named Clay Smothers 
to talk in a church? 

Is it a Metco program that doesn’t come to 
town because the state won’t assure funding 
by a certain date? 

These are questions each resident — if he 
or she is going to take credence in the Jour¬ 
nal’s award — must answer. 

A Winchester resident who took the 
Journal’s findings with light heart brought 
'rhe Star a page from “The Evening 
Bulletin,” published in Philadelphia. 

In her column. Rose DeWolf wonders why 
one of Philadelphia’s lovely suburbs did not’ 
make the list. She continues: 

“It turns out that the Journal didn’t ac¬ 
tually bother to look at all — or even most — 
LI.S. suburbs before determining for us which 
are ‘the best.’ It merely pre-selected 10 urban 
areas and asked people from those areas 
which of their own suburbs they preferred. 

“Would you believe they even counted 
New York City as three out of the 10 pre¬ 
selected areas? Tliey didn’t manage to even 
sneak a peek at the suburbs of Philadelphia or 
Detroit or Milwaukee or St. Louis, but they 
considered as separate categories those 
suburbs east rf New ^'ork. soiitfieast of New 
York and nortli of New York. 

“Ciood grief.’’ wrote DeWolf 


She continued: “Now. obviously, even if 
one did make an effort to be comprehensive, 
any choice of ‘the best’ is bound to be open to 
argument. 

“What makes life worth living for one is 
not necessarily the heart’s desire of another. 
The Journal extols the town of Winchester, 
outside Boston, for example, because it 
refuses to allow a pizza parlor there. Yet, 
from my point of view, a town that is totally 
pizza-less is not only not-worth-Iiving-in, it 
may not even be worth visiting.” 

"The Journal’s idea of a place where life is 
worth living seems to be a place where most 
people cannot afford to live,” said DeKalb. 

As I recall, last spring selectmen received 
a communication from “Ladies Home 
Journal” suggesting they complete a form 
answering certain questions in order to be 
considered one of the best suburbs. 

At the time, selectmen didn’t seem to take 
the matter seriously. They were too busy 
taking care of their agendas and preparing 
warrants for town meetings. 

Time passed and the next Thing we knew, 
Winchester won first honors with the Journal. 

At a subsequent selectmen’s meeting, 
Edward Donnelly, executive secretary, was 
thanked for completing the form. 

Monday night, Mrs. A. H. Maguire, 
secretary to selectmen, noted she met a 
Journal editor and answered some of his 
questions. This gives indication that Win¬ 
chester, at least, was visited. 

But, who, besides a few at Town Hall, did 
the Journal editors see and talk with? 

How complete was their survey? 

Are the merits of their survey 
'-^iiPr^elent*?” 

In his letter to selectmen, Boodakian noted 
that since the Journal recognition, “real 
estate agents selling property in this town 
have capitalized on this being the No. 1 
community in the Commonwealth." That’s 
rather interesting, isn’t it? 

Boodakian said: “The fact that we were 
.selected for this honor, we think, is attributed 
to the untiring efforts of its many boards and 
committees that are spending thousands of 
hours to help make this town a better place to 
live.” 

He said: ‘‘Letters of praise to these boards 
and committees, and others who have helped 
this town merit such an honor, have been 
conspiciously absent from the local paper. It 
seems that we are only criticized for our 
actions, but never complimented.” 

It is true. Members of town boards and 
committees work diligently for betterment 
and get little praise. But the absence of letters 
in The Star is because we haven’t received 
any. We will print all we get. 

Oh, incidentally, in their discussion 
Monday night, selectmen decided to write 
“Ladies Home Journal” and thank them for 
the recognition They also rejected the 
Planning Board s idea to alter signs leading 
into the town. 

Wonder where that idea originated 
anyway? 


Quote of the week: “You can’t shine a 
sneaker.” 

This was said by selectman John J. 
Sullivan as he indicated negative support for 
proposed traffic changes at various town 
intersections which, if implemented, will be 
funded under the Topics program. 

Sullivan said he can "envision route 15 in 
Uonnecticul” and feels the proposed changes 
will bring forth nothing but “more signs, 
more islands and more traffic lights” in 
residential neighborhoods. 

I gather the sneaker in this case refers to 
the traffic safety problems which Sullivan 
feels will not improve with the addition of free 
equipment which may result in greater traffic 
problems.

Turning back the clock to 
the Revolution: bad times

The economic conditions of today are 
enough to make any hard-working Yankee 
man moan a bjt. What with terms like 
runaway Inflation and fluctuating wholesale 
price indexes, perhaps many Americans 
would like to see the clock turned back a few 
years. But if one takes a good look at the 
conditions of this country following the 
Revolution they certainly would be far more 
content to live with this era’s definition of 
rampant inflation. 

The Revolutionary War was a great 
financial burden for such a small and poor 
nation as ours was at the time. 

According to Chapman in the “History of 
Winchester” 

The closing years of the Revolution and for 
10 years thereafter were extremely hard on 
the residents of this area. 

‘‘Taxes were exhorbitant when the means 
of the people at large are considered. In the 
year 1780 no less than eight different taxes 
were assessed on the people of Woburn, in¬ 
cluding of course the residents of this part of 
the old town, and these in addition to the 
regular town tax, which was formerly the 
chief tax to be collected. 

“They all amounted to more than $40,000 in 
‘lawful money’ or coin and they were divided 
among not many more than 300 taxpayers, 
almost all of them farmers, who saw little 
enough money at any time. 

“And so small was the value of the paper 
currency that the taxes for this year, 1780, 


ex[tressed in paper, amounted to no less than 
a million and a quarter dollars!” 

The local government tried its hand at 
price freezing: threatening those who 
violated its regulations with exposure in the 
Boston papers as “an enemy of his country. . 
.and being cut off from all intercourse and 
dealings with other inhabitants of the town.” 

These resolutions though were not ef¬ 
fective and prices continued to rise. 

“At the end of the war paper money was 
worth so little, the Town of Woburn directed 
its treasurer to ‘dispose’of all the bills in the 
treasury, provided he could get a dollar in 
coin for as little as a $150. in paper.” 

‘‘Financial worries bore so heavily on 
everybody that there was a good deal of quiet 
sympathy with those farmers in tfie western 
part of the State who lost all patience, and 
attributing their distress to the government, 
flamed out into the insurrection called 
Shays’s Rebellion in 1786. 

‘ ‘Woburn actually voted not to give any aid 
or assistance to the state in*recruiting men to 
put down the insurrection,’ and 'not to make 
any pay or a'llowance to any persons that 
hired or went of their own accord’ on such 
service.” 

The difficulties of the early Americans 
continued until 1788 with the formation of a 
solid government under the Constitution and 
the establishment of a sound and stable 
currency.

AH about wrens 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I mentioned wrens in my letter of last 
week. I have had wrens around me most of 
my life. 

My mother had them on the farm, year 
after year, and we had them here, too, when 
we first moved to Winchsester. But for some 
reason or other they abandoned our wren 
house about 20 years ago and moved In with 
one of our neighbors. We could hear them and 
occasionally even see them, now and then, but 
they ignored us completely, no doubt for 
reasons of their own which they never did 
bother to explain. 

I was unhappy about this demonstration of 
infidelity, and put up three more wren houses, 
all different and in different settings, at 
different altitudes, etc., trying everything I 
could think of to entice them to come back. 

One of these houses was given me by my 
sister, who had bought and put up one just like 
it and had it rented right away. It was 
professionally built, a Swiss Chalet sort of 
design with lap-strike cedar clapboards, 
having a large overhanging roof, with a wide 
ventilation space between the walls and the 
overhanging roof. 

I had no sooner put this new house up than 
the wrens were in it and had started to build. 
However, I think they managed somehow to 
get one of their building timbers wedged 
across the small entrance hole, as they soon 
started to go in and out through the ven- 
tillating gap at the top of the wall. I thought 
we really did have them back this time, and 
was about to give my sister’s professional, 
store-boughten house the credit, when they 
suddenly aborted their enthusiastic con¬ 
struction frenzy and went away. I got 
discouraged and quit putting up any more 
wren houses, plain or fancy, for those little 
ingrates. Several years went by. 

This year, however, they came back again 
and went back to their old tricks, flitting in 
and out of all four houses, while we watched 
them through the windows with bated breath. 

No use, no use! Again they went away-but 
this time they came back after about a week’s 
absence, and this time they went right to work 
building a nest in one of the older houses. I 
think wrens are prone to start several 
practice nests before finally settling down for 
the season. 

The American Indian, I am informed, 
called the wren, “The little guy with the big 
mouth’’. My sister calls her’s “Mozart” for 
the same reason. They sing, or chatter, in¬ 
cessantly, all day long.. 

Whether it is a song, or not, I cannot tell. 
To me it sounds as though they were trying to 
imitate the rattlesnake’s warning, telling any 
intruder to keep away from the nest by saying 
over and over, “look out for me, I am very 
dangerous!”. And they will sometimes back 
up their threat by actually dive-bombing any 
intruder. Nevertheless, we hope they always 
come back.

Advocacy is sought in the 
budget for special children

When economic times demand financial 
austerity, state government faces tough 
decisions as the annual budget is being 
debated. 

Decision-making about children’s services 
is particularly difficult because children’s 
needs — for day car, health care, social 
services, mental health programs and other 
services do not diminish during recession or 
inflation. Even in the best of times the 
Commonwealth has not been able to provide 
needed services to all children it is respon¬ 
sible for servlne. 

The children’s budget for fiscal year 1976 
(A list of items which the Office For Children 
"tracks” through thp budget process) is now 
before the Legislature. 

The children’s budget represents the most 
critically needed children’s services provided 
by five state agencies including expenditures 
for such services as child abuse and neglect 
prevention, lead paint poisoning prevention, 
mental health services for children, 
emergency care for troubled adolescents and 
programs for retarded and physically han¬ 
dicapped children. 

In addition to being preventive programs, 
without which children would require more 
intensive and expensive services, these items 
reflect needs that were identified by citizens 
groups such as the Mystic Valley Council for 
Children and data collected by the Help P'or 
Children information and referral program. 

The Mystic Valley Council for Children, 
acting as an arm of the state Office For 
Children, completed a needs assessment last 
February which showed which service areas 
for children were still an necessity: 
adolescent crisis care, recreation for special 
needs children, after-school day care, 
homemaker services, individual and family 
counseling and day care. 

The entire state budget is now being 
scrutinized by the House Ways and Means 
Committee, which is hearing testimony from 
agency heads. The Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee has asked each cabinet secretary to 
evaluate the impact of a possible 20 percent 
cut in their budgets. 

A cut of that magnitude, if enacted across 
the board, would drastically reduce services 
for Massachusetts children. Children from 
the Mystic Valley area are no exception, as 
the effects of such budget cuts will certainly 
be felt. 

The Mystic Valley Council for Children 
has, like the other 39 councils across the slate, 
already been slashed in childen’s program 
money from $130,000 of FY’75 to a projected 
$108,000 for this FY’76. From this latter 
projected figure, all of the new programs 
created by local human service agencies and 
funded by the Council to meet the identified

needs, have not been allowed to commence. 
Among those programs effected are: 

1. A special needs recreation program for 
75 youngsters from Arlington. Administered 
by the Recreation Dept, of Arlington, it would 
serve children with physical and emotional 
handicaps through the winter from Sep¬ 
tember to June, for the sum of $6,100. 

2. An after-school day care program run 
by the Memorial School Parents Teachers 
Organization in Burlington. The program 
would serve 25 children ages 6-12 from 3-6pm 
This is a model program which hopes to serve 
as an example for other community school 
groups to follow, $3,500. 

3. A "special support" day care program 
run by the Arlington Children’s Center. The 
Program provides half tuition for the children 
of parents who are above Welfare eligibility 
criteria ($10-15,000' yet have assorted family 
problems or handicaps, $2,700. 

4. Emergency foster care for adolescents 
in crisis or in need of temporary shelter. This 
project would provide for a short term foster 
home in each of the six Mystic Valley towns. 
The program would take referrals from the 
Juvenile Court system, police, clergy and 
other youth agencies. 

The above stated examples are only a 
sampling of assorted children’s services that 
are in jeopardy of even beginning. The Office 
For Children and the Mystic Valley Council 
for Children are now working to explain in 
very specific terms the impact such cuts 
would have on all children and their famjilies.

"I bet Henry David Thoreau was never 
caught in a traffic jam on the way to the 
Cape," muttered my long-suffering spouse. 

Waves of light-refracting heat eddied 
around the endless line of cars stretching 
ahead. 

My attempts to read choice paragraphs of 
Thorcau’s descriptions of Cape Cod didn’t 
help his mood as we crept by stalled car after 
.stalled car on the shoulder of the road one 
recent hot Saturday noon. 

The Bourne bridge was miles away as the 
temperature gauge climbed into the 
dangerous zone. 

Thoreau made several trips to the Cape 
beginning in 1849. On that trip he walked with 
a companion to Provlnetown from Orleans in 
order to study the Cape flora and the ocean’s 
many moods more clo.sely and to contrast 
them with his Concord countryside. 

"He probably made better time on foot 
than I am doing here," husband complained 
as he turned his car around on the median 
strip and headed north toward Plymouth. 

We eventually made it to the Cape and in 
the process discovered what a wonderful 
guide Thoreau is! The Insight and sensitivity 
of the Concord naturalist is as fresh now as it 
was when he recorded his observations 126 
years ago. The sandy, wind-lashed, ocean- 
sculptured land has changed little. 

Thoreau’s prose reads like poetry at times. 
He wrote lyrically: "This Cape Cod is an¬ 
chored to the heavens ... by a myriad little 
cables of beach grass." 

He loved the barren and wild Cape which 
he called a "wild, rank place, and there is no 
flattery In it.’’ He had little concern for the 
tourist who preferred bowling, amusement 
parks, and mint juleps at tamer summer 
resorts. He disliked hotels and sought out 
accommodations with lighthouse keepers and 
fishermen.

For him "a storm In the fail or winter is 
the time to visit it; a lighthouse or fisher¬ 
man’s hut the true hotel. A man may stand 
there and place all America behind him." 

Thoreau’s description of the majestic 
ocean Is memorable In a philosophical mood 
he wrote: "The seashore is a sort of neutral 
ground, a most advantageous point from 
which to contemplate this world. . . , The 
waves forever rolling to the land are too far 
(raveled and untamable to be familiar. 
Creeping along the endless beach amid the 
sun-.squall and the foam, it occurs to us that 
we. too. are the product of sea-slime." 

He disliked resort beaches with hotels. He 
wrote "But I wished to see that seashore 
where man’s works are wrecks; to put up at 
the true Atlantic House, where the ocean is 
land lord as well as sea-lord, and comes 
ashore without a wharf for the landing." 

He loved to watch the changing ocean 
moods. His descriptions of waves are 
beautiful. "The breakers looked like droves of 
a thousand wild horses of Neptune, rushing to 
(he shore, with their white manes streaming 
far behind, and when, at length, the sun shone 
for a moment, their manes were rainbow- 
tinted. Also, the long kelp weed was tossed up 
from time to time, like tails of sea cows 
sporting in the brine."

According to Donna Lee Umana, public 
relations director of Lawrece Memorial, 
utilization review itself began in hospitals in 
1966 as a requirement of the early Medicare 
program. 

Hospitals receiving reimbursement for 
services from Medicare and Medicaid were 
required to provide the government with 
assurances that the services rendered were 
necessary and performed in the best way 
possible at the least cost. 

To do this, hospitals established utilization 
review committees comprised of staff 
physicians to oversee and evaluate the ef¬ 
ficient use of professional medical care and 
hospital services, procedures and facilities. 

Due to the complexities of the program, 
many hospitals created departments of 
utilization review and coordinators to oversee 
the program and assist the UR committee. 

“When I was first appointed coordinator of 
the newly-formed department of utilization 
review at Lawrence Memorial Hospital in 
1973,1 realized that inherent in UR there were 
no consistently defined guidelines,’’ said Mrs. 
Simeone. 

“I began to recognize the extraordinry 
complexities involved ds new and varied 
regulations were continually coming out from 
Medicare. Medicaid and Blue Cross.’’ 

Mrs. Simeone decided to get together with 
other UR coordinators to compare programs. 

In January 1974, seven UR coordinators 
from area hospitals met as the Greater 
Boston Utilization Review Coordinators at the 
Lawrence Memorial Hospital of Medford 
under Mrs. Simeone’s leadership. 

Unbeknown to the participants at the time. 
Mura was born. 

Officers were first elected in May 1974 and 
by June 1974 clarification of the objectives 
and functions of MURA were established. 

Concurrently with this activity, the HEW- 
designated Professional Standards Review 
Organizations (PSRO) were being 
established to bear the qverall responsibility 
for assuring that qualify health care was 
provided to patients. 

With the state of Massachusetts divided 
into five PSRO areas, Mura was logically 
divided into a similar pattern. The structure 
was established and through the courtesy of 


the Massachusetts Hospital Association, 
letters were sent to hospital administrators 
announcing the formal organization of Mura. 

The organization continued to grow and 
meetings were held in the various PSRO 
areas. As the association began taking more 
definable form, member groups began 
developing activities and creating outlets for 
ihe exchange of information. By February 
1975. by-laws had been drafted and adopted 
and officers elected for a new term. 

Chosen to lead the association were: 
executive director, Martha Jane Ekstl'and, 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital; president . 
Mary Hood. Beth Israel Hospital; vice- 
president Joanne Lamprey, Leonard Morse 
Hospital; executive secretary, Mary 
Simeone. Lawrence Memorial Hospital; and 
executive treasurer, Alice Vandale, St. 
Vincents Hospital. 

Now after only 18 months, the existence of 
Mura has stimulated interest from other 
areas and the association has shared 
suggestions and steps in its development with 
UR coordinators in neighboring states.
